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From  an  early  age,  up  to  the  period  when  he  became 
a  Roman  Catholic  Priest,  Dr.  Newman  appears  to  have 
been  the  passive  victim  of  many  fortuitous  influences, 
and  as  many  transitory  impressions)  all  of  them  from 
sources,  purely  human. 

At  fourteen  years  of  age,  he  read  Paine' s  Tracts 
against  the  Old  Testament ;  some  of  Hume's  Essays, 
and  copied  some  French  verses  against  the  immortality 
of  the  soul.  He  appears  to  have  been  struck  with  the 
plausibility  of  some  of  those  writings,  but  was  not 
biassed  by  them. 

At  fifteen "  a  great  change  of  thought  took  place 

in  him.  He  fell  under  the  influence  of  a  definite 
Creed,  and  received  into  his  intellect,  impressions  of 
dogma."  Those  intellectual  impressions  were  not  re- 
ceived from  a  study  and  meditation  of  the  Word  of 
God,  but  from  some  works,  "all  from  the  School  of 
Calvin."  From  one  of  Mr.  Romaine's  works,  Dr. 
Newman  "  received  at  once,  the  doctrine  of  final 
perseverance." 

Dr.  Newman  soon  abandoned  "  the  detestable  doc- 
trine' '  of  election  and  final  perseverance ;  not  from  any 
light  he  had  received  from  the  Scriptures,  but  from 
the  works  of  "the  writer  who  made  a  deeper  impres- 
sion on  his  mind  than  any  other —  Thomas  Scott,  of 
Aston  Sandford  who  planted  deep  in  his  mind,  that 

fundamental  Truth  of  religion  " belief  in  the 

Holy  Trinity. 

In  the  autumn  of  1816,  Dr.  Newman  received  an- 
other '  'deep  impression. ' '  Not  from  reading  the  Word  of 
God,  "but  from  two  other  works,  each  contrary  to  each, 
and  planting  in  him,  the  seeds  of  an  intellectual  incon- 
sistency, which  disabled  him  for  a  long  course  of  years." 


These  were,  Milner's  Church  history,  and  Newton  on 
the  prophecies. 

In  the  same  season  and  year,  "another  deep  im- 
p-  62  agination  (sic)  took  possession  of  him, — there  could  be 
no  mistake  about  the  fact; — viz,  that  it  was  the  will  of 
God  that  Dr.  Newman  should  lead  a  single  life. " 

In  the  year  1822,  Dr.  Newman  "came  under  very 
different  influences  from  those  to  which  he  had  hitherto 
•  been  subject."  From  a  Dr.  Hawkins,  "he  learnt  to 
weigh  his  words  and  to  be  cautious  in  his  statements, 
and  to  clear  his  sense  in  discussion  and  controversy/1 
"Then  as  to  doctrine,"  Dr.  Hawkins,  but  not  the 
word  of  God,  "  was  the  means  of  great  additions  to 
his  belief.  "  He  gave  him  Simmer's  Treatise  on  apos- 
tolical Preaching ;  from  reading  which,  Dr.  Newman 
learnt  to  "give  up  his  remaining  Calvinism,"  and  to 
receive  the  doctrine  of  Baptismal  Regeneration  ;  while 
from  a  Mr.  Blanco  White,  Dr.  Newman  "was  led  to 
P.  eg.  have  freer  views  on  the  subject  of  inspiration,  than 
were  usual  in  the  Church  of  England,  at  that  time.  " 

But "  there  is  another  principle,  which  I  gained  from 

Dr.  Hawkins,   "says    Dr.  Newman,"    more  directly 

bearing  upon  Catholicism,  than  any  other  that  I  have 

italics  our    mentioned,  and  that  is  the  doctrine  (sic]  of  Tradition." 

own  ' 

Dr.  Hawkins'  sermon  on  the  subject,  "  made  a  most 
serious  impression  upon  me,"  observes  Dr.  Newman, 
so  serious  indeed,  that  he  at  once  assented  to  the  "self- 
evident  proposition"  "that  the  sacred  text  was  never 
intended  to  teach  doctrine,  but  only  to  prove  it,  and 
that  if  we  would  learn  doctrine,  we  must  have  recourse 
to  the  formularies  of  the  Church ;  for  instance,  to  the 
Catechism,  and  to  the  Creeds. ' '  "This  view  continues 
Dr.  Newman,  most  true  in  its  outline,  most  fruitful  in  its 
consequence,  opened  upon  me  a  large  field  of  thought. 
At  a  subsequent  period,  influenced  by  this  view,  Dr. 


Newman  withdrew  his  name  from  the  Bible  Society. 
The  word  of  God  being  thus  disposed  of,  as  not  in- 
tended to  teach  any  one  doctrine,  but  simply  to  prove 
Creeds  and  formularies,  we  are,  nevertheless  led  to 
infer  and  to  expect,  that  Dr.  Newman  wrould  indeavour 
to  verify  and  prove  all  the  doctines  he  has  learnt,  and 
believes  in,  by  the  Sacred  Text. 

In  1823,  Dr.  Newman  was  "taught  the  doctrine  of 
apostolical  Succession  by  a  Fellow  of  Oriel ;  in  the 
course  of  a  walk,  "  he  believes,  "round  Christ  Church 
meadow." 

Dr.  Newman  supposes  that  "  it  was  about  this  time 
also,  "that  he  read  Butler's  Analogy  ;  the  study  of 
which  "was  an  era  (sic)  in  his  religious  views.  " 

On  the  next  page,  Dr.  Newman  records  the  fact,  that 
from  Dr.  Whately,  he  learnt  that  the  Church  was  a  sub- 
stantive body  or  corporation."  Dr.  Whately  also  "fixed 
in  him  those  anti  Erastian  views  of  Church  polity  which 
were  one  of  the  most  prominent  features  of  the  Trac- 
tarian  movement." 

In  the  year  1826,  he  became  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Keble,  known  by  name  to  many  of  the  upper  classes 
in  this  country,  and  who,  Dr.  Newman  states,  "was 
the  true  and  primary  author  "  of  the  Tractarian  move- 
ment. From  Mr.  Keble,  whom  he  then  called  "  his 
new  master' ' ,  and  not  from  the  Word  of  God,  Dr.  New- 
man learned  "two  main  intellectual  truths."  One  was 
the  "Sacramental  System;"  and  the  other,  as  far  as 
can  be  made  out,  a  modified  way  of  appreciating 
Butler's  doctrine,  that  Probability  is  the  guide  of  life. 

Dr.  Newman's  next  teacher  was  a  Mr.  Hurrell 
Froude.  "he  was  a  man"  says  Dr.  Newman,  of  the 
highest  gifts. "  "  A  man  of  high  genius,  brimfull  and  over- 
flowing with  ideas  and  views,  in  him  original,  which 
were  too  many  and  strong,  even  for  his  bodily  strength, 


and  crowded  and  jostled  each  other  in  their  efforts  after 
distinct  shape  and  expression,  with  an  intellect  as  cri- 
tical and  logical,  as  it  was  speculative  and  bold."   As 
thus  described,    Mr.  Froude's  intellectual  or  mental 
condition,  was  one  we  should  have  deemed  it  charitable 
to  make  some  attempt  to  order  and  to  adjust.  To  say 
or  believe,    that  he  was  a  man  of  genius  is  a  mistake. 
He  was  one  wrhose  ideas  had  not  been  derived  from  the 
word  of  God,  but  were,  as  Dr.  Newman  says,  "  in  him 
original"   and  which  could  not,  nevertheless,  attain  to 
distinct  shape  and  expression,    notwithstanding  his 
critical  and  logical  turn  of  mind;    enfeebled   more- 
over, by  a  strong  speculative  tendency.  The  Scriptures 
say,  that  "  the  wisdom   of  this  World  is  foolish  with 
God ;"  and  "  the  Scriptures  cannot  be  broken."  From 
Mr.  Froude  however  and  not  from  the  Scriptures,  Dr. 
Newman  learned  "to  look  with  admiration  towards  the 
P.  85.       Church  of  Rome,  and  in  the  same  degree  to  dislike  the 
Reformation."  He  fixed  deep  in  me,"    says  Dr.  New- 
man, "  the  idea  of  devotion  to  the  blessed  Virgin,  and 
he  led  me  gradually  to  believe  in  the  Real  Presence." 
Here  it  may  be  fairly  observed,    that  Dr.   Newman 
ought,  according  to  the  doctrine  he  learned  from  Dr. 
Hawkins,  to  have  searched  the  Scriptures,  and  endea- 
voured to  prove,  as  did  the  Bereans —  "who  searched 
the  Scriptures  daily"  whether  Mr.  Froude  followed,  or 
attempted  to  follow  the  example  of  the  apostle  Paul, 
who  "reasoned  "with  the  Jews  of  Thessalonica,  "out  of 
Acts  xvii.  2  the  Scriptures."  But  St.  Paul  was  "a  servant  of  Jesus 
Rom.  1.1.    Christ;"  called  to  be  an  apostle,  not  of  men,  neither  iy 
u>     man  but  by  the  will  of  God,  and  separated  unto  the  gos- 
pel of  God.  Further  on,  Dr.  Newman  states  that  he 
cannot  specify  the  particular  period   "  when  he  first 
learnt  to  consider  that  antiquity  was  the  true  exponent 
of  the  doctrine   of  Christianity,  and  the  basis  of  the 
Church  of  England."  He  takes  it  for  granted  however 


that  he  learnt  this  from  reading  the  works  of  Bishop 

Bull.  p.      88. 

After  his  return  to  Oxford,  from  a  tour  on  the  Con- 
tinent, Dr.  Newman  commenced  a  series  of  papers, 
known  by  the  Title  of  Tracts  for  the  Times.  From 
1834  to  1836,  he  was  more  or  less  engaged  in  writing 
a  book  on  "The  Prophetical  Office  of  the  Church, 
viewed  relatively  to  Romanism  and  Popular  Protest- 
antism." In  this  volume  Dr.  Newman  did  not  write 
in  favor  of  Romanism ;  rather  the  contrary.  It  was  an 
attempt  at  commencing  a  system  of  theology  "  (sic)  not 
upon  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and  prophets, 
Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  corner-stone,  but  "on  Eph.c.  11.20 
the  Anglican  idea,  and  based  upon  Anglican  authori- 
ties"! Dr.  Newman  wished  to  build  up  an  Anglican 
theology  out  of  the  stones  which  already  lay  cut  and 
hewn  upon  the  ground,  the  past  toil  of  great  divines. "  p'  142 

In  1837,  he  wrote  an  Essay  on  Justification;  not 
with  the  object  of  shewing  and  developing  that  which 
the  Prophetsliacl  said,  and  foresaid  about  it,  nor  what 
the  Lord  himself  and  his  apostles  have  said  and  taught 
on  this  subject,  but  Dr.  Newman  wrote  against  the 
Lutheran  doctrine,  that  Justification  by  faith  only 
was  the  cardinal  doctrine  of  Christianity."  p.  151. 

In  1838,  he  wrote  a  pamphlet  with  the  object  of 
"placing  the  doctrine  of  the  Real  Presence  on  an  intel- 
lectual basis."  P.  152. 

Dr.  Newman  translated  also  Fleury's  Church  history, 
alluding  to  a  particular  date  or  period  of  his  career, 
connected  with  this  translation  he  observes,  I  mention 
it  as  one  of  many  particulars  curiously  illustrating 
how  truly  my  change  of  opinion  came,  not  from  foreign 
influences,  but  from  the  workings  of  my  own  mind, 
and  the  accidents  around  me." 

Fleury,  in  his  "  Customs  of  the  Primitive  Christians,  P 


154. 
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makes  an  important  statement,  which  Dr.  Newman 
does  not  give  any  evidence  of  having  paid  any  prac- 
tical attention  to. 

"  A  portion  of  the  holy  books  was  read, "  observes 
Fleury,  "  after  which  the  Bishop  explained  the  Gospel 
and  the  other  holy  books.  The  faithful  moreover  pri- 
vately studied  the  law  of  God ;  they  again  read  in  their 
own  houses,  that  which  they  had  heard  read  at 
Church.  Every  father,  in  the  midst  of  his  family,  acted 
like  a  pastor,  who  presided  at  the  prayers  and  family 
readings ;  instructing  his  wife,  his  children  and  his 
servants.  Several  Christians,  even  among  the  laity, 
Art  ^  see  knew  the  scriptures  by  heart,  so  assiduously  did  they 

cp°5S7  !&  the  rea^  them.    The  women  also,    did  not  read  them  le&s 
j^toiicai  t]mn  the  men  did  » 

If  Dr.  Newman  had  followed  the  example  of  the 
early  Christians,  as  stated  above  by  Fleury  (Roman 
Catholic  Priest),  and  sought  to  learn  the  will  of  God, 
by  reading  his  Word,  he,  Dr.  Newman  would  have  dis- 
cerned how  earthly  and  how  worthless,  was  hi§  "change 
of  opinion",  arising  from  the  workings  of  his  own 
mind,  and  the  accidents  around  him.  The  only  truth 
that  the  Lord  will  acknowledge,  consists  in  believing 
and  following  after  that  which  He  hath  revealed  and 
imposed  on  his  fallen  creatures,  and  not  that  which 
they  are  pleased  to  imagine  must,^and  shall  be  pleas- 
ing to  Him. 

In  1841,  Dr.  Newman  wrote  on  the  Articles  of  the 
Church  of  England.  As  heretofore,  his  object,  was  not 
to  defend  the  Anglican  Establishment,  nor  to  impugn 
the  doctrines  of  Romanism.  His  purpose  was  "  to  ascer- 
tain the  ultimate  points  of  controversy  between  the 
Roman  and  Anglican  Creeds,  and  to  make  them  as  few 
as  possible."  The  Word  of  God  was  not  in  question  at 
-  13°-  all.  Neither  was  it  Dr.  Newman' s  object  to  test  either  of 


the  above  "  systems  of  theology"^  by  the  Scriptures. 
He  wished  to  shew  that  the  Articles  "  but  partially  op- 
pose the  Roman  dogma;"  but  partially  disclaim,  "the 
dominant  errors,"  as  he  then  called  them,  of  Rome. 
"  there  was  no  doubt  at  all,"  says  Dr.  Newman,'  of  the 
elasticity  of  the  Articles,  I  wanted  tor  ascertain  what 
was  the  limit  of  that  elasticity,  in  direction  of  the 
Roman  dogma.  This  Essay  or  Tract,  was  met,  ;Dr. 
Newman  tells  us,  with  a  storm  of  indignation.  But  con- 
scious, as  usual,  that  his  opinions  were  "  the  birth  of 
his  own  mind,  and  the  circumstances  in  which  he  was 
placed"  "  I  had,  he  adds  "  a  scorn  of  the  imputations 
which  were  heaped  upon  me."  p.  wi. 

In  1843,  owing  to  the  persevering  attacks  of  the 
Bishops,  he  gave  up  the  Living  of  St.  Mary  at  Oxford, 
and  retired  to  Littlemore,  where  he  had  built  a  Church, 
and  where  at  one  time  he  contemplated  a  monastic 
house.  At  Littlemore,  free  of  anxiety  and  harass,  he 
determined  to  put  aside  controversy,  and  commenced 
a  translation  of  St.  Athanasius.  But  between  July  and 
November,"  observes  Dr.  Newman,  "I  received  three 
blows  which  broke  me. "  p.  243. 

The  first  blow  consisted  in  discovering,  "  that  in  the 
history  of  Arianism,  the  pure  Arians  were  the  Protest- 
ants, the  semi- Arians  were  the  Anglicans,  and  that 
Rome  now  was  what  it  was.  "  It  is  difficult  to  suppose 
what  we  are  expected  to  infer  from  this  discovery.  Nei- 
ther Arianism,  nor  semi- Arianism  is  taught  or  upheld 
in  the  Anglican  Establishment,  and  it  is  not  easy  to 
guess  why  the  past  evil  of  a  past  generation,  should  be 
a  motive  for  going  over  to  Romanism.  The  second 
blow  consisted  in  the  attacks  of  the  "  Bishops  one  after 
another,"  chiefly,  it  appears,  on  Tract  90.  They  went 
on  directing  charges  against  Dr.  Newman,  for  thre^o^ 
years  which  added  much  to  his  "misery,"  < 
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the  first  blow.  He  presented  however  a  determined  front, 
and  refused  to  retract  or  gainsay  anything  he  had 
244  asserted  in  the  Tract. 

The  third  blow  was  struck  by  "the  affair  of  the 
Jerusalem  Bishoprics."  It  caused  a  great  commotion 
in  Dr.  Newman's  spirit,  and  was  the  "final  blow,  which 
finally  shattered  his  faith  in  the  Anglican  Church." 
While  the  Anglican  Bishops  censured  him  for  avowing 
an  approach  to  the  Catholic  Church,  and  not  closer 
than  he  thought  the  Anglican  formularies  allowed, they, 
the  Bishops,  "  were  fraternizing  by  their  act,  or  by 
their  sufferance  with  Protestant  bodies,  and  allowing 
them  to  put  themselves  under  an  Anglican  Bishop,  with- 
out any  renunciation  of  their  errors  or  regard  to  the 
due  reception  of  baptism  and  confirmation.  Dr.  New- 
man sent  a  formal  Protest  against  the  appointment  of 
the  first  Bishop  of  Jerusalem,  both  to  his  own  Diocesan 
p-  245-  and  to  the  Primate. 

In  November  1845,  he  wrote  to  Cardinal  Wiseman  to 
announce  his  conversion,  and  "  could  find  nothing  bet- 
ter to  say  to  him,  that  he  would  obey  the  Pope  as  he 
had  obeyed  his  own  Bishops  in  the  Anglican  Church." 

We  are  not  of  those  who  believe  that  Dr.  Newman  is 
guilty  of  having  at  any  time,  remained  in  the  Anglican 
Establishment  under  false  pretences.  Neither  do  we 
believe  that  he  was  ever  conscious  of  being  deceived, 
or  of  deceiving  others.  We  believe  moreover,  that  he 
is  sincere  and  devout  in  his  faith  in  all  that  the 
Papal  system  imposes.  Indeed  his  assertions  on  this 
particular  point,  are  bolder  than  any  Roman  Catholic  in 
Rome  itself,  would  like  to  publish.  "  I  think  it  impos- 
sible" says  he,  "to  withstand  the  evidence  which  is 

»/ 

brought,for  the  liquefaction  of  the  blood  of  St.  Januarius 
at  Naples,  and  for  the  motion  of  the  eyes  of  the  Ma- 
donna in  the  Roman  States.  I  see  no  reason  to  doubt 
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the  nature  of  the  Lombard  Crown  at  Monza ;  and  I 
dont  see  ivhy  the  Holy  Coat  at  Troves  may  not  have 
been  what  it  professes  to  be.  I  firmly  believe  that 
parts  of  the  True  Cross  are  at  Rome,  and  elsewhere, 
that  the  Crib  of  Bethlehem  is  at  Rome,  and  the  bodies 
of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  also."  With  few  exceptions, 
all  Protestants  and  Papists  in  this  country,  and  on  the 
Continent  of  Europe,  who  deem  it  worth  while  to  be- 
stow any  thought  at  all  on  similar  things,  believe  it 
quite  possible  to  question  and  to  disprove  the  "evi- 
dence" of  the  liquifaction  of  the  blood  of  St.  Januarius. 
Many  see  no  reason  at  all  for  beleiving  that  the  Holy 
Coat  at  Treves  is  that  which  "  it"  (!)  professes  to  be; 
and  so  on.  Still  we  repeat :  we  have  no  doubt  of  New- 
man's belief  in,  and  devotion  for  such  things ;  and  we 
believe  it  to  be,  practically,  nearly  equal  to  that  of  the 
Hindoo,  who  rushes  under  the  wheels  of  the  Car  of 
Jugganat;  deeming  himself  happy,  if  peradventure,  he 
is  not  hindered  from  being  crushed  to  death.  He,  like 
Dr.  Newman,  sees  no  reason  to  doubt  why,  he  should 
not,  by  such  faith  attain  unto  a  better  resurrection. 
There  is  no  limit,  to  the  wickedness,  deception,  or 
folly,  of  devout  persons  who  choose  to  worship  and 
serve  God  and  his  Christ,  their  own  way,  without  the 
light  and  guidance  of  His  own  Word. 

But  now  as  respects  Dr.  Newman  himself,  what  a 
poor  and  humiliating  specimen  of  humanity  does  the 
above  sketch  of  his  career  present !  From  one  man  he 
learns  to  believe  in  the  Trinity.  Another  man  plants 
in  him,  "the  seeds  of  an  intellectual  inconsistency." 
From  Sumner,  he  receives  the  doctrine  that  infants 
are  regenerated  when  they  are  baptized.  From  a  Dr. 
Hawkins,  he  learns  to  believe  in  the  "  Doctrine  of  Tra- 
dition", and  that  "the  sacred  text  was  never  intended 
to  teach  doctrine  but  to  prove  it.  From  a  fellow  of 
Oriel  he  learns  the  doctrine  of  "Apostolical  Succes- 
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sion."  From  a  Mr.  Froude,  he  is  gradually  taught  to 
believe  in  the  "Real  Presence,"  and  the  idea  of  de- 
votion to  the  blessed  virgin  Mary,"  and  so  on;  leaving 
the  readers  of  his  Apology  to  infer  that  he  has  learned 
nothing  from  the  pages  of  Scripture.  Haifa  verse  how- 
ever, from  a  sentence  pronounced  by  the  Lord  himself, 
will  shew  why  Dr.  Newman  has  wasted  his  life  in 
trying  to  reform,  adjust,  or  assimilate  Creeds,  For- 
mularies, and  systems,  without  reference  to  the  will  of 
God,  as  revealed  by  Himself  in  his  own  Word. 

"Ye  do  err"  said  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  "  not 
knowing  the  Scriptures. 

It  is  not  easy,  or  perhaps  even  possible,  to  detect  from 
Dr.  Newman's  Apology,  what  it  is  that  he  rests  his 
hopes  of  acceptance  and  salvation  on.  He,  e.  g.  believes 
in  the  need,  absolutely,  of  regeneration,  and  of  a  new 
birth;  but  it  cannot  be  made  out  how  he  has  attained 
personal  possession  and  enjoyment  of  this  transform- 
ing truth.  It  is  certainly  plain  that  he  believes  that  he 
was  regenerated  when  he  was  baptized.  He  could  not 
learn  this  from  the  Word  of  God,  not  in  any  one  part 
of  it,  because  it  makes  no  allusion  to  such  a  thing.  He 
learned  this  from  the  Creeds  or  the  Catechism.  Good : 
but  altho  he  declares  that  Scripture  was  especially 
intended  to  prove  doctrine,  he  does  not  prove,  or<z£- 
tempt  'to  prove  from  the  Scriptures,  that  he  was  thus 
regenerated  in  virtue,  and  by  the  power  of  a  truth  or 
promise  revealed  to  him  by  his  Lord  and  God.  He  may 
explain  away  this  difficulty,  by  assuring  us,  that 
"Antiquity  is  the  true  exponent  of  the  doctrines  of 
Christianity,"  and  that  he  believes  in  the  "Doctrine 
of  Tradition.  "  But  altho  this  does  not  dispense  him 
from  keeping  to  his  own  assertion,  that  the  sacred  text 
should  be  brought  forward  to  prove  doctrine,  he  should, 
at  least,  endeavour  to  prove  from  the  word  of  God,  that 
which  antiquity  and  Tradition  has  imposed  on  his  con- 
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science  respecting  regeneration  by  baptism.  The  real 
truth  however,  is,  that  both  Antiquity  and  Tradition 
are  divided  against  themselves,  respecting  every  one  of 
the  doctrines  believed  in  by  the  Romanists.  Dr.  New- 
man for  example,  believes  in  what  is  called  the"  Heal 
Presence. ' '  As  this  is  purely  a  human  and  earthly  idea, 
human  Tradition  must  be  sought  for  to  support  it.  Yet 
St.  Augustine  whom  Dr.  Newman  calls,  "the  great 
luminary  of  the  West,"  believed  the  contrary: 

"  The  holy  body  of  Jesus  Christ  is  as  far  from  the 
Sacrament  as  th  e  high  est  heaven  is  far  above  the  Earth. ' '  1)eOMt  Deit 

Dr.  Newman  also  believes  in  a  sort  of  intermediate 
place,  to  which  men  have  given  the  name  of  Purgatory.* 
But  here  again,  what  becomes  of  his  opinion  or  belief, 
that  Tradition  must  be  consulted  and  trusted  to,  for 
some  ancient  traditions  are  against  him. 

"I  refuse  to  believe,"  declared  St.  Cyril,  that  the 
souls  of  the  faithful  go  into  a  place  of  torment.' '  in  Evang. 

Job.  c.  36. 

St.  Bernard  also  said :

But  the  Romanists  or  rather  the  Roman  Priests,  be-  2005- 
lieve  that  the  two  Fathers,  just  quoted  are  wrong ;    or 
if  they  were  once  right,  the  "definition"  of  the  Council 
of  Florence  has  set  their  statements  and  belief  aside. 

*  The  existence  of  this  place  was  finally  discovered  by  the  Council  of  Florence,  1438.  When 
convenient  Borne  not  only  sets  aside  the  word  of  God,  but  brings  forward  pagan  writers,  to  es- 
tablish that  which  is  opposed  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  Scripture.  Cardinal  Bellarmino  finding  it 
difficult  to  uphold  the  dogma  even  by  perverting  Scripture  recurs  to  Plato,  Cicero,  and  Virgil, 
whom  he  quotes  in  support  of  this  "  definition. "  But  Purgatory  could  not  be  an  immense 
source  of  revenue  without  another  "  definition  "  establishing  the  efficacy  of  prayers  and  sacra- 
fices  for  the  "holy  souls"  in  course  of  purgation.  We  believe  that  this  also  was  borrowed  from 
the  pagans. We  had  occasion,  a  few  weeks  ago,  to  read  through  Petronin? '  Satyrieon,  a  task  no 
one  can  accomplish  without  either  defiling  his  spirit,  or  being  vexed  with  righteous  indigna- 
tion.The  following  incident  however  struck  us.  Habinnas,  a  petty  magistrate  of  Rome,  happening 
to  come  in  late,  at  a  great  feast  given  by  Trimalhion :  the  former,  in  answer  to  an  observation  on 
his  tardy  appearance,  replied  that  he  had  been  engaged  in  the  celebration  of  a  sacred  novena  . 
withScissa,  in  behalf  of  Missellas,  one  of  his  slaves,  lately  deceased.  A  Novena,  oraninedaya 
observance  of  certain  religious  exercises,  is  the  commonest  way,  the  Romanists  have  of  obtaining 
some  favor,  generally  from  a  patron  Saint.  Those  who  "are  of  God"  rely  on  the  promises 
made  to  them  through  the  Redeemer.  "Whatsoever  ye  ask  the  Father  in  my  name  he  will  do 
it.  "  The  reader  may  learn  the  extent  to  which  Rome  has  packed  pagan  customs  and  ideas  to- 
gether with  some  of  God's  truths,  in  Middleton's  Letter  from  Rome.  See  also  Jean  le  Croi'a 

Les  Conf or  mites  de*  Ceremonies  moderncs  avec  les  anciennes  and  Josiah  Stopford's  Pagano— 
Papismus.  Some  have,  with  great  probability,  assumed  thatMiddleton  gathered  all  hi*  informa- 
tion from  those  works. 
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Then  what  becomes  of  the  assertion  that  Antiquity  and 
Tradition  must  be  taken  as  a  guide  and  exponent  of  the 
will  of  God  ?  The  stereotyped  reply  is,  that  when  "the 
Church*'  declares  that  a  certain  traditional  doctrine  or 
idea,  is  to  be  received  as  truth,  this  decision  is  an  infal- 
lible one.  But  here  again  some  Traditions  are  against 
this  human  device  : 

"Cease  to  allege  unto  us,"  says  St.  Athanasius, 
that  which  is  not  written  :  the  books  of  God,  suffice  for 
^g  attainment  of  all  truth  ;  they  alone  are  the  school 
of  all  godliness  ;  and  we  desire  neither  to  hear,  nor  to 
quote  anything  but  what  they  contain.'' 

"  Let  us  compare  the  discourses  and  the  writings  of 
st.  Basil  our  teachers  with  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  and  let 
area.0  in.8"  us  accept  that  only  which  is  in  conformity  with  the

These  and  similar  quotations,  as  twenty  years  ex- 
perience has  taught  us,  are  always  got  rid  of  in  the 
usual  way  :  "  that  the  Church  is  infallible,  and  does, 
infallibly,  correct,  add,  subtract,  modify,  discover 
improve,  and  impose  new  truths  and  new  doctrines, 
which  shall  be  according  to  the  will  of  God,  without 
reference  to  His  Scriptures,  or  to  Tradition."  But 
then  what  becomes  of  Dr.  Newman's  distinct  assertion 
that  Infallibility  "must  ever  be  guided  by  Scripture 
and  Tradition  f" 

"  Their  fear  of  me  "  said  the  Lord,  "  is  taught  by 
the  precepts  of  men"  —  "In  vain  they  do  worship  me, 
teaching  for  doctrines  the  commandment  of  men.  " 
"  Thus  have  ye  made  the  commandments  of  God  of 
none  effect,  by  your  tradition  ;  '  '  declared  Christ  unto 
the  learned  Scribes  and  Pharisees  of  Jerusalem,  when 
they  found  fault  with  His  disciples  for  transgressing 
the  "  tradition  of  the  elders.  "  Ignoring  these  Scrip- 
tures however,  and  avowing  implicit  belief  in  the"Doc- 
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trine  of  Tradition"  Dr.  Newman  says:  "Authority  in 
its  most  imposing  exhibition,  grave  bishops,  laden 
with  the  traditions  and  rivalries  of  particular  nations  or 
places,  have  been  guided  in  their  decisions  " — by  the 
Spirit  of  God  revealing  His  mind  unto  them  thro  the 
written  Word  \  No !  "by  the  commanding  genius  of  in-  p.  40, 
dividuals;  sometimes,'5  adds  Newman,  "young,  and 
of  inferior  rank!  "  So  much  for  the  poor,  wretched, 
and  sinful  vanity  of  man,  whenever  he  attempts  to  im- 
pose his  folly  on  his  Creator.  The  above  assertion  by 
Dr.  Newman  however,  very  accurately  sets  forth  the 
system  followed  by  the  Roman  Priesthood.  It  may 
be  more  easily  appreciated,  by  comparing  it  to  the 
chest  of  a  sea-faring  man.  It  has  been  packed,  unpacked, 
repacked,  and  provided  with  requisites  for  any  country 
fashion,  clime  and  date,  so  that  the  contents  may 
everywhere  suit  everything  and  every  body.  One  re- 
cent example  is  connected  with  the  Virgin  Mary.  In 
ancient  times  Rome  condemned  the  Collyridians  for 
praying  to  the  Virgin,  and  declared  them  heretics  for 
so  doing,  for  at  that  time  Rome  had  not  gone  so  far  as 
to  set  aside  the  commandment  which  says  "  Thou  shalt 
not  make  unto  thyself  any  graven  image,  or  the  like- 
ness of  anything  that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in 
the  earth  beneath.  Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself 
to  them  nor  serve  them."  Lately  however,  Rome  has 
exalted  Mary  to  the  highest  offices  and  dignity  of  a 
goddess,  before  whose  image  the  Romanist  bows  him- 
self, and  worships.  But  the  papists,  or  rather  the 
Popish  priests  say  that  both  decrees,  for  and  against, 
this  practice,  were  infallible.  To  which  I  reply ;  "God 
is  not  mocked/'  as  you  will  find  out,  in  the  day  of 
Judgment,  unto  your  own  confusion.  No  marvel,that 
although  Dr.  Newman  states  that  the  sacred  text  is 
intended  to  prove  doctrine,  he  never  once  attempts  to 
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do  so.  Satan  at  least,  did  endeavour  to  prove,  by  dis- 
tinct although  guileful  quotations  from  the  word  of 
God,  the  lawfulness  of  his  means  and  motives,  for 
tempting  our  Lord,  and  to  induce  him  to  prove  His 
Sonship.  But  although  we  believe  that  Dr.  Newman 
has  never  been  conscious  of  deceiving  others,  he  him- 
self has  been  the  darling  of  some  deceiving  jspirit.  If 
some  readers  are  disposed  to  deem  this  statement  too 
strong  or  uncharitable,  I  think  the  following  ob- 
servations will  remove  both  these  impressions. 

Eespecting  the  lately  invented  fable  that  Mary  was 
bom  without  sin,  Dr  Newman  says — "  I  have'no  dif- 
ficulty in  receiving  it :  if  I  have  no  difficulty,  why  not 
a  hundred  ?  a  thousand  ?  now  I  am  sure  that  Catholics 
in  general  have  not  any  intellectual  difficulty'  at  all  on 
on  the  subject,  and  that  there  is  no  reason  why  they 
393.  should.  Priests  have  no  difficulties.'*  The  question  is 
not  whether  poor  wretched  man  has  "  any  difficulty  in 
believing  it"  or  whether  a  hundred  or  a  thousand, 
choose  to  believe  it.  The  important  fact  is,  that  the  God 
of  heaven  says  the  contrary.  As  to  the  intellect :  the 
intellect  has  nothing  to  do  with  it.  If  the  inspired  word 
of  God  had  told  us  that  Mary  was  conceived  free  of 
sin,  what  presumption  for  man  to  talk  of  his  intellect! 
Dr.  Newman  however,  says  there  is  "  not  any  intellec- 
tual difficulty  at  all  on  the  subject."  But  if  the  word 
of  God  is  totally  silent  on  the  subject,  and  directly  im- 
plies the  contrary,  there  is  every  reason  for  having 
every  kind  of  intellectual  difficulty  about  it.  And  here 
again,  why  does  Dr.  Newman  neglect  to  prove  this 
"  definition ' '  concerning  Mary,  by  Scripture  and  Tra- 
dition. Against  the  Lord  God,  and  his  plain  unchange- 
able Word,  Dr.  Newman  gets  over  every  difficulty,  in 
these  words.  "There  is  no  difficulty  at  all  in  holding  that 
the  blessed  Virgin  Mary  was  conceived  without  origi- 
nal sin :  indeed  it  is  a  simple  fact  to  say,  that  Catholics 
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have  not  come  to  believe  it  because  it  is  defined,  but  p.  394. 
it  was  defined  because  they  believed  it.  "  Dr.  Newman 
may  well  say,  and  we  may  all  readily  believe,  that 
"Priests  have  no  difficulties."  They  never  had,  or 
cared  to  have  any  difficulties.  But  the  truth  is,  that 
very  few  Papists  had  ever  heard  of  this  fable  before  it  P.  IT. 
was  '"defined  '  and  could  not,  therefore,  believe  it,  be- 
fore it  was  invented;  while  three  fourths  of  them  do 
not  believe  it  at  all,  now  that  they  have  heard  of  it.  Dr. 
Newman  however  asserts  the  contrary,  "so  far"  says  he, 
"from the  definition  in  1854  being  atyranical  infliction 
on  the  Catholic  World,  it  was  received  everywhere 
on  its  promulgation  with  the  greatest  enthusiasm." 
Where  and  wl  en  did  he  hear  or  learn  all  this  ?  It  is  one 
of  his  silly,  albeit,  sincere  assumptions.  It  is  not  true. 
It  is  most  false.  We  happened  to  be  near  Rome  when 
this  "definition"  was  proclaimed,  and  in  the  same  year 
traversed  the  whole  of  Europe,  all  Italy  and  the  whole 
of  the  Levant,  and  altho'  we  frequently  tried,  we  could 
not  get  a  single  Roman  Catholic  to  pay  any  attention 
at  all  to  the  subject.  We  do  not  say  that  there  are  no, 
"Catholics"  who  do  not  bear  this  "definition"  in  mind 
but  we  deliberately  say,  that  although  we,  in  a  quiet, 
perhaps  Jesuitical  way  sought  to  know  how  it  had  been 
received,  we  only  met  with  one  man  out  of  England  who 
had  bestowed  a  moment's  thought  on  the  subject,  and 
that  man  was  a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  returning  from 
Nubia  with  a  bevy  of  negroes  en  route  for  Rome.  He 
distributed  a  medal  of  the  "immaculate  conception"  to 
all  the  sailors  and  to  some  of  the  passengers  on  board. 
The  former  cursed,  swore,  and  derided  the  whole  thing 
in  the  most  offensive  way.  Dr.  Newman  may  verify  this 
at  anytime  he  likes,  if  he  will  only  doff  his  priestly 
garments,  travel  about  all  over  the  Continent,  mix  with 
the  people,  and  test  their  faith  on  this  "dogma."  But 
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how  recklessly  Dr.  Newman  indulges  in  words"  and 
assertions !  "  The  definition  in  1 854  "  he  tells  the  Eng- 
lish Puhlic,  was  received  everywhere  with  the  greatest 
P.  394.  enthusiasm."  Will  Dr.  Newman,  we  again  ask/take  the 
trouble  to  inform  us  where  and  when  he  learnt  this. 
Now  we  ask  everybody,  excepting  a  Roman  Catholic 
priest,  whether  the  following  observations  made  by  Dr. 
Newman  himself  on  this  subject,  do  not,  a  priori,  con- 
vince us  that  the  enthusiasm  he  speaks  of,  is  a  myth. 

4  k(Jf  course,"  he  says,  there  were  grave  and  good  men 
who  were  made  anxious  by  the  doubt  whether  it  could 
be  proved  apostolical,  either  by  Scripture  or  Tradi- 
tion, and  who  accordingly,  though  believing  it  them- 
selves, did  not  sec  how  it  could  be  defined  by  authority; 
but  this,  "  adds  Dr.  Newman,  conveniently,  "is  another 
matter.''  "The  point  in  question  is,  whether  the  doc- 
trine is  a  burthen.  I  believe  it  to  be  none."  Having 
answered  for  himself,  Dr.  Newman  thinks  he  can  also 
answer  for  St.  Bernard  and  St.  Them.is,  and  sincerely 
thinks  that  "  if  they  were  now  living,  they  would  have 
P.  395.  rejoiced  to  accept  it  for  its  own  sake.''  It  is  in  this 
way,  and  in  such  language,  that  Dr.  Newman^  deals 
with  an  invention,  which  he  wishes  us  to  believe,  was 
everywhere  received  with  enthusiasm.  Is  it  too  much 
to  assert  that  he  has  been,  and  is,  the  darling  victim 
of  a  deceiving  spirit?  Nearly  two  thousand  years  after 
her  birth,  a  set  of  Priests,  inhabiting  Rome,  pass  a 
decree,  that  shall  oblige  us  to  believe,  must  influence 
thelirst  germs  of  Mary's  existence.  The  dogma  of  the 
immaculate  conception  of  Mary"  (whose  father  was  a 
sinner)  was  too  paltry  and  sectarian  for  public  or  official 
notice,  but  it  was  received  with  greater  contempt  than 
has  been  bestowed  on  the  Encyclical  just  issued  by  the 
Pope,  despised  by  the  masses,  and  officially  ignored  by 
every  European  Government.  Let  us  now  hear  how  Dr. 
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Newman  talks  about  new  doctrines,  and  infallibility. 

"The  new  truth  which  is  promulgated,  if  it  be  called 
new,  must  be  at  least  homogeneous,  cognate,  implicit, 
viewed  relatively  to  the  old  truth/'  "It  must  be  what 
/may  have  guessed  (sic)  or  wished  (sic)  to  be  inclu- 
ded in  the  apostolical  revelation ;  and  it  will  be  of 
such  a  character,  that  my  thoughts  readily  concur  in 
it,  or  coalesce  with  it,  as  soon  as  I  have  heard  it,  per- 
haps (sic)  I  and  others  have  always  believed  it,  and 
the  only  question  which  is  now  decided  in  my  belief, 
is  that  I  am  henceforth  to  believe  that  I  have  only

been  holding  what  the  apostles  held  before  me  "  !  It 
is  after  this  fashion  that  Dr.  Newman  and  the  Roman 
priests  impose  a  new  religion  on  the  God  of  heaven, 
which  they  require  Him  to  accept  from  his  fallen 
creatures.  Statements  of  this  sort,  are  the  basis  of  the 
whole  of  Dr.  Newman's  apology. 

But  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  how  such  men  can, 
in  the  secret  of  their  soul,  realize  that  they  must,  one 
day,  stand  before  the  judgement  seat  of  Christ.  "The 
word  that  I  have  spoken,"  said  the  Lord,  "the  same 
shall  judge  him  in  the  last  day;  for  I  have  not  spoken 
of  myself,  but  the  Father  which  sent  me,  he  gave  me 
commandment,  what  I  should  say,  and  wiiat  I  should 
speak,  and  I  know  that  his  commandment  is  life  ever- 
lasting :  whatsoever  I  speak  therefore,  even  as  the 
Father  saithunto  me,  so  I  speak."  48-50 

But  if  the  word  of  God,  and  the  remembrance  there- 
of were  taken  away  from  the  whole  Earth,  the  Roman 
Priests  would  not  miss  it.  This  is  now  their  glory,  and 
the  source  of  their  craft,  but  in  the  day  of  judgement 
it  shall  turn  unto  their  own  perdition. 

One  or  two  more  extracts  from  Dr.  Newman's  Ap- 
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pology  will  show  how  easily  he  may  be  led  and  misled. 
His  weakness  in  this  respect,  appears  to  us,  to  consist 
of  a  mixture  of  hysteria,  ignorance  of  self,  and  of  hu- 
man nature,  with  a  large  amount  of  credulity,  which 
forswears  common  sense,  and  the  plainest  truths  of 
Scripture. 

At  page  320  he  states  that  while  in  the  Anglican 
Establishment,  he  received  from  the  President  of  May- 
nooth  a  bundle  of  penny  or  half-penny  books  of  devo- 
tion, as  they  are  found  in  the  booksellers  shops  at 
Rome.  "  On  looking  them  over,"  says  Dr.  Newman, 
"  I  was  cniite  astonished  to  find  how  different  they  were 
from  what  /  had  fancied,  how  little  there  was  in  them 
to  which  /could  really  object"  Now  in  the  first  place, 
Dr.  Russell,  the  President  of  Maynooth  is  too  astute, 
and  too  expert,  to  fail  in  selecting  the  sort  of  penny 
books  just  suited  to  meet  the  particular  stage  which  Dr. 
Newman  or  any  one  else,  has  reached  towards  "Con- 
version."   Secondly:  it  is  of  no  moment  at  all,  what 
Dr.  Newman  "fancied"  they  might  have  been,  before 
he  read  them ;  but  when  he  did  read  them,  he  should 
have  honourd,  God,   and  evinced  sufficient  anxiety 
for  his  own  soul,    by  comparing  the  penny  books 
with  the  "word  of  truth."   Rome  prints  and  publishes 
devotional  books  and  legends,  suited  to  every  mind, 
nation  and  people.  A  collection  of  outrageous  or  blas- 
phemous penny  books  could  be  bound  up  for  a  few 
shillings  that  would  surprise  every  English-man  who 
has  not  been  blinded  by  the  Tractarian  or  bythe  Ro- 
man Priests.  It  is  not  very  long  since  we  purchased  the 
following  "Narrative"  for  5  cents,  within  60  miles  of 
Rome.  It  is  surmounted,  by  a  rude  wood-cut,  very 
accurately  re-produced  on  the  title  page.  The  reader 
may  rest  assured  that  the  contents  of  the  "Narrative" 
are  not  exceptionally  outrageous,  and  that  a  thousand 
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similar  papers  could  be  collected  in  Italy  or  France, 
a  thousand  times  worse.  It  was  probably  written  by 
some  half  educated  priest,  as  the  style  is  much  encum- 
bered, ungrammatical  throughout,  and  in  one  or  two 
places,  obscure.  The  original  has  been  left  with  the 
printer  where  the  reader  may  call  to  see  it,  if  he  has 
any  curiosity  for  such  things.

I  will  reward  him,  as  though  he  had  been 

a  martyr,  and  shed  his  blood  for  the  faith.

The  above,  like  thousands  of  similar  productions, 
are  far  beyond  anything  to  which  the  following  Scrip- 
ture can  apply :

At  p.  317  Dr.  Newman  alludes  to  the  gift,  from  the 
Dr.  Russell,  of  St.  Alfonso  Liguori's  sermons.  Finding 
nothing  about "  Mariolatry"  in  the  sermons,  he  wrote 
to  the  President,  "to  ask  whether  any  thing  had  been 
left  out  in  the  translation.  The  reply  was  that  "  there 
certainly  was  an  omission  of  one  passage  about  the 
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p  313  Blessed  Virgin."  Now  everybody,  whether  "Catholic" 
or"  Protestant''  would  at  once  have  accepted  this,  as 
one  of  a  thousand  proofs  that  "Rome  suits  herself  to 
every  era,  and  to  every  people.  The  "omission"  was  of 
course,  made  for  English  readers,  and  English  difficul- 
ties. Dr.  Newman  however,  with  his  curiously  deceived 
mind,  adds  the  folio  win  2;  remark —  "  This  omission,  in 
the  case  of  a  hook  intended  for  Catholics,  at  least  showed 
that  such  passages  as  are  found  in  the  works  of  Italian 
authors,were  not  acceptable  to  every  part  of  the  Catho- 
lic World.

The  affair  of  the  Jerusalem  Bishopric  shocked  and 
broke  Dr.  Newman'  s  allegiance  to  the  English  Es- 
tablishment. But  the  above  mixture  of  indecency,  folly 
and  fearful  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  does  not  shoe] 
or  shake  him.  St.  Peter,  of  whom  Home  boasts, 
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much,  declared  that  No  prophecy  of  the  Scripture  is  of 
any  private  interpretation.  "Brethren*'  said  St.  Paul, 
"I  speak  after  the  manner  of  man;  Though  it  be  a  mans 
testament,  yet  if  it  be  confirmed,  no  man  disannuleth 
or  addeth  thereto."  But  Dr.  Newman  has  no  scruples 
in  setting  God's  Testament  at  defiance,  and  in  up- 
holding the  system  that  canonizes  a  set  of  men,  who 
boldly  and  deliberately  sin  against  the  Spirit,  by  per- 
verting "the  Scriptures  of  truth."  And  after  perverting 
the  word  of  God,  in  order  to  impose  some  new  "defi- 
nition," of  which  the  above  is  only  one  specimen,  Dr. 
Newman  assures  us,  that  in  accepting  and  believing  it, 
we  are  only  "  holding  what  the  Apostles  held  before 
P.  393.  us  "  !  Truly  the  Romish  priesthood,  are,  in  the  worst 
sense,  a  "  law  unto  themselves. "  The  religious  sys- 
tem they  have  now  built,  and  packed  up,  is  similar 
to,  but  worse  than  the  worship  of  the  Babylonian  Col- 
ony in  Samaria.  "They  feared  the  Lord,  and  served 
their  own  gods." 

In  some  part  of  his  Apology,  Dr.  Newman  tells  us 
that  he  could  hardly  say  what  his  feelings  would  be, 
if  he  were  to  witness  an  "Act  of  Faith."  We  do  not 
think  the  public  take  any  interest,  as  to  what  his  feelings 
might,  or  might  not  be,  on  beholding  such  a  fiendish 
proceeding.  But  has  he  nothing  to  say  about  the  crimes 
committed,  and  the  blood  shed,  by  the  Priests  of  Rome? 
No  religious  system  has  saturated  its  altars  with  as 
much  blood  as  the  Roman.  The  Inquisition  alone,  since 
its  foundation  in  the  1 4th  centuary,  has  burnt  at  the 
stake,  above  100,000  persons  of  both  sexes,  besides 
destroying  twice  that  number  by  imprisonment,  and 
exclusive  of  open  slaughter,  as  on  the  eve  of  St.Bartho- 
lemew,  when  7000  were  killed.  When  the  Spaniards 
landed  in  America,  the  Pope  was  of  course  anxious 
that  that  Continent  also,  should  acknowledge  his

spiritual  dominion.  Excited  by  the  Jesuits,  and  by  the 
desire  to  get  at  the  inexhaustible  treasures  the  Na- 
tives were  supposed  to  possess,  the  Spaniards,  altho 
received  with  reverence  and  hospitality,  conducted 
themselves  with  the  most  shocking  cruelty.  The  rack, 
the  scourge,  and  the  faggot  were  employed  to  convert 
them  to  Chrisianity !  They  were  hunted  down  like 
wild  beasts,  or  burnt  in  their  thickets  and  fastness. 
When  Diego  d'Almagro,  and  Francis  Pizaro  landed  in 
Peru,  the  first  thing  they  did,  was  to  require  the 
reigning  monarch  to  embrace  "Christianity,"  and  to 
surrender  all  his  dominions  to  Charles  V.  who  had  ob- 
tained them  as  a  gift  from  the  Pope  !  On  some  demur 
taking  place,  the  Spaniards,  true  to  their  Roman 
Catholic  Christianity,  massacred  5000  of  the  Peruvians, 
and  strangled  their  monarch  at  a  stake.  Unparalleled 
however,  as  are  the  crimes  of  the  Romish  Priests,  sur- 
prising as  its  subtle  deceit  and  love  of  darkness  is,  far 
more  astonishing  is  it,  that  mankind  have  borne  with 
this  system  for  so  many  centuries,  and  that  some  who 
were  not  brought  up  under  its  dominion,  but  who  have 
oft  times  listened  to  the  word  of  God  from  their  earliest 
days,  should  be  so  easily  inthraled  by  it,  and  get  to 
learn  the  depths  of  £>atan. 

Before  many  years  have  passed  however,  we  shall 
all,  with  Dr.  Newman  and  his  teachers,  stand  before 
God,  when  "  the  Judgement  shall  be  set,  and  the  books  Dan-1VI8I-212° 
opened."  How  many  alas  !  shall  appear,  who  were  once 
laden  with  "  the  traditions,  the  commandments  and 
doctrines  of  men ; ' '  who  hoped  in  "  a  sacramental  sys- 
tem; a  principle  of  developement";  a  sojourn  in  a 
Purgatory,  in  the  worship  of  images,  intercession  of 
saints,  but  who  nevertheless  died  in  their  sins. 

But  many  readers  will  now  exclaim  .  .  . '  How  can 
all  this  do  Dr.  Newman  any  good  ?  No  soul  can  be 
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argued  into  the  new  birth,  and  "the  natural  man  can- 
not discern  the  spiritual  things  of  God.''  It  is  not  plain 
that  he  "  hath  been  ever  learning  and  hath  never  been 
able  to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  "?  Our  re- 
ply is  :  that  this  is  perfectly,  we  had  almost  said,  too 
time,  and  it  is  in  the  ear  nest  sm[  prayerful  hope  that 
Dr.  Newman  and  many  others  may  open  their  eyes  to 
the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  that  we  now  conclude  with 
a  brief  exposition  of  the  Gospel,  as  set  forth  by  the  Re- 
deemer himself,  and  as  preached  by  his  Apostles.* 

No  one  more  than  Dr.  Newman,  admits  the  strin- 
gency of  the  simple,  yet  comprehensive  truth  enun- 
ciated by  the  Saviour  himself ....'"  Marvel  not 

John  iii.  7.  that  I  say  unto  thee  ye  must  be  born  again. "  I  will  turn 
away  therefore,  from  the  latent,  and  scientific  infidelity, 
that  is  getting  so  common  in  this  country,  and  which 
pervades  the  rest  of  Europe.  Neither  will  I  speak  of  the 
liberalism  of  many  who  believe  that  they  live,  and  let 
live,  but  are  dead.  I  will  start  from  the  fundamental 
truth,  ye  must  be  born  again,"  and  if  Dr.  Newman 
will  accept  that  which  God  hath  plainly  revealed, 
respecting  the  attainment  of  the  new  birth,  he  shall 
perceive  how  Satan  hath  hitherto,  corrupted  his  mind 

2 cor.  xi.s.  from  the  simplicity  that  is  in  Christ." 

In  the  xv  of  the  first  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  the 
Apostle  speaks  of  two  distinct  persons  or  heads;  Of 
the  first  man  Adam —  and  of  the  second  man,  the  Lord 
from  heaven.  Both  are  there  set  before  us  and  con- 
trasted, and  I  request  the  reader  with  his  mind's  eye, 
to  keep  them  distinctly  before  him. 


*Rome,  and  all  who  imitate  Rome,  go  about  the  world  preaching  a  "Church"  and  a  faith 
based  on  some  special  Creed,  or  Articles.  But  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  to  the  Apostles 
was  simply ...  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature. "  Neither  do 
we  any  where  read  of  St.  Paul  and  the  other  Apostles,  preaching  a  particular  system  of  theology. 
They  preached  Chrut  delivered  for  our  offences  and  risen  again  for  our  justification. 
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NOAV  "as  is    the  earthly/'  says  the  apostle,  such 
are  they  also  that  are  earthly,' '  and  as  decendants,  and 
offspring  of  the  first  man  Adam,    we  are  ly  nature,  i .cor.xv.48. 
after  his  likeness,  fallen  from  grace,  corrupt,  and  "sold 
under  sin."  Proceeding  as  we  do,  from  one  common, 
corrupt,  and  sinful  stock,  we  are,  as  the  apostle  said 
to  the  Ephesians,  "  by  nature  children  of  wrath."  And 
not  only  are  we,  as  children  of  Adam,  "alienated  from  E*>h  iv  18- 
the  life  of  God"  but  "alienated  and  enemies  in  our  coi.  1.21. 
mind,  by  wicked  works."  In  this  state  we  are  "  lost," 
and  unless  redeemed,  we  shall  certainly  fall  short  of 
the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

But  if  we  may  he  cut  off,  as  it  were,  and  altogether 
removed  from  our  evil  origin,  and  be  transformed  and 
engrafted  in-  the  second  Adam,  the  holy  and  undefiled 
Lord  from  heaven,  then  we  shall  no  longer  belong 
to  a  sinful,  but  to  a  holy  stem;  we  shall  then  proceed 
from,  and  form  part  of  the  pure  and  holy  body  of  the 
second  man,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  be  new  crea- 
tures in  hnn.  For  if  any  man  be  in  "  Christ"  saith  the 
Scriptures,  "he  isaw<?w  creature."  It  is  plain  that  I 
must  be  a  new  creature,  if  I  become  a  member  of  the 
body  of  Christ. 

Now  the  end  for  which  the  Son  of  God  came  into 
the  World,  was  to  sever  us,  and  remove  us  from  the 
first  and  sinful  man  Adam,  who  was  the  figure  of  Him 
that  was  to  come,"  and  ingraft  us  m  Himself.  Eom  v  14 

Let  Dr.  Newman  then  bear  in  mind  this;  that  the 
end  for  which  Christ,  the  Son  of  God  came  into  the 
World,  to  die,  and  to  rise  again  from  the  dead,  was  to 
sever  us  from  the  first,  sinful  and  corrupt  Adamic  na- 
ture, and  to  re-create  us  in  Himself,  the  second  Adam, 
and  Lord  from  heaven,  and  thus  makes  us  partakers 
of  his  own  divine  nature. 
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Now  it  is  easy  for  us  sinners,  to  percieve,  and  to  un- 
derstnml  the  way  in  which,  all  who  submit  to  be  taught 
of  God,  may,  by  His  power,  be  endowed  with  the  new 
birth,  free  of  taint  and  sin.  It  is  easy,  we  repeat,  to 
apprehend  what  the  Scriptures  mean,  by  declaring,  that 
"  as  many  as  receive  Christ,  to  them  gave  he  power 
to  become  the  Sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe 
on  his  name/'  We  cannot  become  Sons  of  God  without 
being  born  again.  And  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the 
John  1.12. 13 fl esk,  nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God."  No  verse 
in  the  Word  is  more  exclusive  and  conclusive  than 
this  one.  We  must  be  born  again,  and  that  birth 
must  be  of  God. 

But  we  must  first  die  before  we  can  rise  again,  re- 
generated, and  in  possession  of  the  new  birth,  or  new 
life.  We  must  first  get  rid  of  our  old,  evil,  and  sinful 
Adamic  nature,  before  we  can  be  re-created,  by  a  new 
birth,  that  shall  be  of  God.  And  the  reader  must  not 
think  that  this  is  to  be  accomplished  by  natural  death 
in  the  course  of  nature,  but  that  this  death,  and  this 
new  birth,  whereof  we  speak,  was  accomplished  for 
him  eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  when  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  died,  and  rose  again.  To  attain  unto  this  saving 
knowledge,  the  reader  is  to  bear  in  mind,  that  all,  in 
him,  that  pertained,  and  which  he,  by  nature  inherited, 
from  the  first  Adam,  was  judged,  crucified,  and  put 
to  death,  in  the  second  Adam,  the  Redeemer,  Jesus 
Christ,  when  He  died  on  the  Cross.  When  therefore, 
with  the  eye  of  my  understanding  and  faith,  I  look 
at  Christ,  nailed  to  the  Cross,  and  raised  up  on  high, 
as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness, 
then  and  there,  I  see  in  Christ  the  second  Adam,  my 
whole  evil  nature,  called  in  the  Scriptures,  "the  old 
man,'1  receive  its  death  blow.  "  Our  old  man'  said  the 
Rom.  vi  G.  apostle,  "  has  been  Crucified  with  Christ,  that  the 
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body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed:'  The  Son  of  God 

came  "in  the  likeness  of  sinful  flesh"  and  was  made 

sin  that  he  might,    "his  ownsclf,  hear  our  sin  in  his 

own  body,  on  the  Cross."  The  first  truth  we  have  to  l  FetiL  24' 

understand,  is  that  our  old,  evil,  and  disgraced  nature, 

was  laid  on  the  Redeemer,   and  was  crucified  and  put 

to  death  in  Him.   "I  have  been  Crucified,"  said  St.  Gal:ii-  20 

Paul,  "with  Christ," 

Our  old  nature  having  thus  died,  we  are  everlastingly 
endowed  with  a  new  birth  by  being  united,  and  made 
one  with  Christ  when  he  rose  from  the  grave  and  be- 
came t\\G first  begotten  of  the  dead.  "For  if "  saiththe  Eev:i- 5- 
Scriptures,  "  we  have  been  planted  together,  in  the 
likeness  of  His  death,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness 
of  his  resurrection.  "  If  the  reader  therefore  will  look  Kom.vi.«. 
back  1800  years,  and  contemplate  the  opening  of  the 
grave  of  Christ,  and  behold  Him  rising  forth  into  life, 
and  believe  that  by  the  power  of  God,  he,  the  reader, 
shares  that  resurrection  and  that  new  life  in,  and  with 
Christ,  then  he  shall  perceive  and  understand  how  by 
the  resurrection  of  Christ,  he  is  born  again.  And  born 
again  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of 
the  will  of  man,  but  born  of  Grod.  In  this  way,  mv  old 
self  and  nature,  which  pertained  to  and  proceeded  from 
the  first  man  Adam,  was  destroyed  in  Christ inhis 
death ;  but  by  union  with  Him  in  His  resurrection,  I 
have  been  for  ever  ingrafted  in  Him,  the  second  man, 
and  Lord  from  heaven.  We  now  understand  the  wonder- 
ful meaning  of  the  apostle's  exclamation — "Blessed  be 
the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which 
according  to  his  abundant  mercy  hath  begottenus  again, 
unto  a  living  hope  by  the  resurrection  of  Christ  from 
the  dead"  For  "  God's  great  love,  wherewith  he  loved  L  Pet.i.  3. 
us,  even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  HATH  quickened 
us  together  WITH  Christ,  and  HATH  raised  us  up  t o-  Eph- a  4  5  6 
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g ether  IN  Christ."  In  Him  we  are  born  again,  and  as 
bone  of  his  bone,  and  flesh  of  his  flesh,  we  are  made 
partakers  of  the  divine  nature   "I  in  them,  and  thou 
johfxvii.'k  m  me>  that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in  one." 

The  reader  ma}7  now  see,  why  and  how,  "to  as  many 
as  receive  Christ,  to  them  gave  he  power  to  become  the 
Sons  of  God.  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name." 
It  says  believe  in  his  name,  because  nothing  that  we 
can  do,  could  unite  us  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
either  in  his  death  or  in  his  resurrection.  But  if  we  be- 
lieve on  his  name,  saith  the  Scripture,  he  giveth  us 
power  .to  become  sons  of  God.  Our  simple  bare  be- 
lief, does  not  do  this,  but  the  truth  we  believe  in, 
concerning  the  son  of  God,  does.  And  we  become  sons 
of  God,  because  as  He  is  the  Son  of  God,  and  as  we 
are  one  with  Him,  bone  of  his  bone  and  flesh  of  his 
flesh,  so  therefore  must  we  also  be,  in  him,  Sons  of 
God.  This  is  the  meaning,  and  this  is  the  simple  reason, 
or  rather  cause,  why  "we  are  all  the  children  of  God, 
by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus."  Because  we  know  and  believe, 
that  "  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God 
sent  forth  his  Son, made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the 
law,  to  redeem  them  that  were  under  the  lawr,  that  we 
might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons.  "Behold,"  ex- 
claims the  apostle,  with  great  emphasis,"  what  manner 
of  love  the  Father  hath  bestowed  upon  us,  that  we 
should  be  called  the  sons  of  God  !  Beloved  now  are  we 
the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we 
shall  be :  but  we  know  that  when  he  shall  appear  we 

i  johniiLi.  shall  be  lilce  him  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is.  And 
because  ye  are  sons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the  spirit  of 
his  Son  into  your  hearts,  crying  Abba  Father.  Where- 
fore, says  this  Scripture,uthou  art  no  more  a  servant,  but 

Gai:iv.4.-7  B,Son,  and  if  a  son,  then  an  heir  of  God,through  Christ." 
"We  are  heirs  of  God,"  because,  inasmuch  as  He  hath 
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constituted  His  Son  heir  of  all  things,  and  as  we  also 
are  His  sons,  it  follows  that  we  shall  be  co-heirs  to- 
gether with  the  Son  of  God.  And  the  Scripture  says 
"through  Christ"  because  we  can  only  be  begotten 
again  and  be  sons  and  heirs  of  God,  through  Christ, 
and  not  by  anything  we  could  ourselves  do. 

The  new  birth  is  not  therefore,  a  partial  one,  but  as 
complete,  as  a  death  and  a  resurrection  could  make  it; 
and  to  be  in,  and  of  Christ,  is  to  be  wholly  find  perman- 
ently saved.  The  reader  may  now  fully  understand 
and  rely,  on  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  so 
often  repeated,  and  so  often  varied,  inviting  all  to  come, 
and  believe  in  him,  for  redemption  arid  salvation. 

"He  that  belie vet h  in  me  shall  not  come  unto  con- 
demnation, but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life."  Johnv- 24 

"  The  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleanseth  us  from  all 
sin."  "The  blood  is  the  life,"  and  laden  with  our  sins, 
he  yielded  up  that  life,  "  the  just  for  the  unjust." 

"God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  be- 
gotten Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him,  should  not 
perish,  but  have  everlasting  life. 

"For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn 
the  world ;  but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be 
saved." 

'*He  that  believeth  on  him,  is  not  condemned:  but 
he  that  believeth  riot,  is  condemned  already,  because  j0hn  HL 
he  hath  not  believed  m  the  name  of  the  only  begotten 
Son  of  God;"  as  many  thousands  do,  who  are  carried 
away  and  spoiled  with  divers  doctrines,  "  through 
philosophy  and  vain  deceit,  after  the  tradition  of  men, 
after  the  elements  of  the  world,  and  no  Rafter  Christ," 

On  one  occasion,  they  asked  Christ,  saying,  "  what 
shall  we  do  that  we  may  work  the  works  of  God."  The 
Lord's  answer  was : 
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"Tins  is  the  work  of  God,  that  ye  believe  in  him  whom 
jo&nvi.29.  he  hath  sent." 

The  reader,  and  we  trust  Dr.  Newman  also,  will  now 
perceive  why  eternal  life  is  spoken  of  as  a  free  gift, 
and  not  as  a  reward.  For  not  only  did  the  Father  in  his 
love  for  a  fallen  world,  give  his  only  begotten  son  as 
a  ransom,  but  nothing  that  we  can  do,  can  have  any 
part  or  share  in  the  redemption  wrought  by  the  death 
and  resurrection  of  our  substitute  Jesus  Christ.  "The 
gift  of  God,"  wrote  the  Apostle,  to  the  Romans,  "is 
eternal  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord."  "And  to 

Bom.  vi.  23. 

him  that  worketh  not,  but  believeth  on  him  that  justi- 
Eom.  iv.  s.  fieth  tne  ungodly,  his  faith  is  counted  for  righteous- 
ness." Further  on,  in  the  same  Epistle,  the  Apostle 
speaks  much  more  fully  of  freedom  from  sin,  of  justifica- 
tion, of  righteousness,  and  of  eternal  life,  as  a  gift. 

Contrasting  sin  and  its  consequences,  in  the  first 
Adam,  with  the  redeeming  sacrifice  of  Christ,  St.  Paul 
shows  that  it  is  easy  to  perceive,  that  if  condemnation 
and  death  came  by  the  one  man,  Adam,  it  is  not  a  hard 
thing  to  perceive  that  the  sacrifice  of  the  man  Jesus 
Christ,  much  more  than  neutralized  and  atoned,  for  the 
transgression  of  the  first  Adam,  and  for  ours. 

"But  not,  he  says,  as  the  act  of  transgression?  so 
also  is  the  gift  of  grace ;  because  if  by  the  transgression 
of  the  man  Adam,  the  many  have  died,  much  more,  did 
the  grace  of  God,  and  the  gift  abound,  in  the  grace  of 
the  one  man  Jesus  Christ,  towards  the  many"  So  much 
for  the  free  grace  and  gift  that  exacted  nothing,  and 
exceeded  in  measure  and  in  degree,  that  which  a  righte- 
ous and  just  God  might  have  required  of  his  disobedient 
creatures, 

But  we  are  not  only  redeemed,  we  are  also  justified ; 
For  "not  as  by  one  having  sinned,  so  is  the  gift'  because 
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the  judgment  was  by  one  to  condemnation,  but  the  free 
gift  by  grace,  is  of  many  offences  unto  justification." 
The  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  not  only  atoned  for  the  one 
sin  of  Adam,  sometimes  called  original  sin,  but  he 
wrought  for  us  a  free  remission  of  many  offences, 
and  justified  us.  The  Queen  of  these  realms,  might 
be  pleased  to  grant  me  a  free  pardon  for  a  crime  com- 
mitted by  me,  either  against  the  law,  or  against  her 
person;  but  she  could  not  dismiss  me  from  her  pre- 
sence a  righteous  man,  as  well  as  a  pardoned  one.  And 
even  a  pardoned  culprit  is  not  free  of  the  guilt  of 
his  crime.  But  it  is  otherwise  with  God,  towards  those 
of  his  fallen  creatures,  who  take  Him  at  his  word.  Thus 
all  who  perceive  and  believe,  that  the  Sacrifice  of  His 
Son  freed  them  from  all  sin,  are  not  only  pardoned,  but 
free  of  guilt,  and  righteous',  not  righteous  of  them- 
selves but  in  Christ.  "For  He  hath  made  Christ  who 
knew  no  sin,  sin  for  us,  that  we  might  be  made  the 
righteousness  of  God,  IN  him."  2Cor.  v.  3L 

But  he  did  more  than  all  this.  We  needed  more  than 
remission  of  sins  and  righteousness.  We  needed  life, 
and  he  came  to  give  us  life,  ^nd  life  eternal.  "For 
if  by  the  offence  of  one  man,  death  reigned  by  one; 
much  more  they  which  receive  abundance  of  grace, 
and  the  gift  of  righteousness,  reign  in  life  by  the 
one  Jesus  Christ,"  "  Therefore,"  concludes  the  Apos- 
tle, "  as  by  means  of  one  transgression,  it  came  upon 
all  men  unto  condemnation,  even  so  by  one  righteous 
act,  it  came  upon  all  men  unto  justification,  for  as 
by  one  man's  disobedience  the  many  were  made  sinners, 
so  also  by  the  obedience  of  one  man,  the  many  be 
made  righteous' '  »om  v.  ic. 

to  end 

Yea,  even  more  than  all  this.  As  members  of  the 
holy  body  of  our  Lord  and  Redeemer,  we  are  not  only 
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righteous,  but  sanctified  ;  purified  arid  "renewed  in  the 
spirit  of  our  mind"  so  that  we  can  have  perfect  fel- 
lowship with  the  holiness  of  God.  This  attribute,  like 
every  other,  we  cannot  of  ourselves  acquire,  but 
we  are  sanctified  through  "the  offering  of  the  body 

ueb.  x.  10.  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all.  For  both  he  that  Sancti- 
fieth,  and  they  that  are  Sanctified,  are  all  one:  for 

neb.  a.  11.  which  cause  he  is  not  ashamed  to  call  them  brethren.

Hence  it  is  that  since  "faith  came,"  the  God   of 

Third.    Heaven  calls  upon  us,  in  his  grace  —  to  trust,  to  put 

our  faith  in,  to  believe,  that  because  his  only  beloved 
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Son  was  made  sin  for  us,  and  suffered  for  us,  He  is 
now  reconciled  unto  us,  not  imputing  our  trespasses  20- 
unto  us.    Faith  therefore  that  depends,  &nd  relies,  on 
the  atonement    of  Christ,  is  faith  that  saves.  And  j0hn x*.  si. 
this  is  what  is  meant  by  such  Scriptures  as  : — 

"A  man  is  justified  to  faith."  Rora- iu  a8' 

"  By  grace  ye  are  saved,  through  fa  ith."  £pfa  2. ». 

"  From  a  child  thou  hast  known  the  holy  Scriptures, 
which  are  able  so  make  thee  wise  unto  salvation, 
through  faith,  which  is  in  Jesus  Christ,"  2Tim  ih  1S 

" Believe  \n  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt 
be  saved." 

Acts  xvi.  31. 

"If  ye  believe  not  that  I  am  he,  ye  shall  die  in  your 
sins.''

If  we  are  saved  by  faith  in  God's  only  begotten  son, 
who  gave  himself  for  our  sins,  then  salvation  and  life 
everlasting,  is  a  gift : — 

"If  thou  knewest;  "  said  the  Redeemer,  "  if  thou  knew- 
est  the  gift  of  God,  aid  who  it  is  that  saith  unto  thee, 
give  me  to  drink,  thou  wouldest  have  asked  of  him, 
and  he  would  have  given  thee  living  water. "  johniv.  10. 

The  life  that  believers  have,  being  life  in  Christ,  it  Fifth. 
must  follow  therefore,  that  the  gift  whereof  we  speak, 
cannot  be  temporal,  or  for  a  time,  but  eternal  "I  have 
been  crucified  with  Christ,"  said  St.  Paul;   "never- 
theless I  live ;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me:  and  Gal  u  20 
the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the  faith 
of  the  Son  of  God."  On  which  truth   the  following 
Scriptures  are  of  course,  based. 

"I  give  unto  them  eternal  life,  and  they  shall  never 
perish,  neither  shall  any  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand."  John  *  28- 
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"  This  is  the  promise  that  he  hath  promised  us, 
25.  even  eternal  life." 

"  The  wages  of  sin  is  death,  hut  the  gift  of  God  is 
Bom.vi.  23.  eternal  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord." 

"Neither  by  the  hlood  of  goats  and  calves,  but  by 
his  own  blood,  he  entered  in  once,  into  the  holy  place, 
neb.  IT.  12.  having  obtained  eternal  redemption." 

Sixth.  Now  it  is  these  truths  that  constitute  our  peace ;  a 
present,  perfect,  and  imperturable  peace.  All  doubt  is 
excluded.  The  spirit  that  may  have  had  torment, 
sadness,  and  even  anguish,  because  of  sin,  death,  and 
judgment,  may  now  rest  in  the  full  assurance  of  being 
at  peace  with  God. 

"Being  justified  by  faith,"  wrote  St.  Paul  to  the 
Romans,  we  have  peace  with  God  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ." 

Rom.  v.  1 

"  But  now  in  Christ  Jesus,  ye  who  sometimes  were 
far  off,  are  made  nigh  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  for  he 
EPH.U.  mi  is  our  _p^a^," 

"Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you : 
not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you.  Let  not 
your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be  afraid." 

Johnxiv.  27.  " 

Seventh.  Finally,  The  following  Scripture  mention  one  more 
attribute  which  pertains  to  the  redeemed, '  even  their 
Sanctification. 

"For  of  him  are  ye,  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is 
made  unto  us,  wisdom,  and  righteousness,  saidSanc- 
i  cor. i3o.    tification  and  redemption." 

The  word  is  always  "in  him,"  in  Christ  Jesus, 
because  we  cannot  acquire  any  of  these  things 
ourselves. 
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The  reader,  we  trust,  will  now  apprehend  the  fulness 
and  comfort  of  the  Apostle's  words  to  the  Colossians  : 

"  Ye  are  complete  in  him."  Col:  u- 10- 

And  in  a  measure  also,  the  depth  of  the  Redeemer's 
declaration  to  the  Father : 

"  I  have  finished  the  work  which  thou  gavest  me 

tO    do."  Johnxvii.  A 

Now  to  Dr.  Newman  and  to  many  others,  this  gospel 
is  foolishness. 

The  God  of  Heaven,  does,  in  his  grace,  lead  his 
children,  scattered  among  all  nations  and  people,  unto 
some  particular  truth,  or  order  of  truth  recorded 
and  developed  in  His  word,  according  to  their  need, 
danger  or  trials.  But  Dr.  Newman,  and  many  others, 
believe  and  hope  in  a  human  theory,  called  the  Theory 
of  Developement,  by  which  it  is  assumed,  that  God's 
Old'fand  New  Testament  is  not  all  that  He  had  to 
reveal  unto  mankind,  but  that  His  will  is,  that  a  set 
of  men  in  the  city  of  Rome,  with  the  Pope  at  their 
head,  should  develope  new  truths,  new  ideas,  and  new 
definitions.  Thus  they  have  at  various  periods,  ordered 
Auricular  Confession. —  Indulgences — Absolution — 
The  Real  Presence  in  a  Wafer —  Prayers  for  the 
dead — Patron  Saints — Works  of  Supererogation,  and 
Roman  Infallability.  The  last  "definition"  being  the 
immaculate  conception  of  Mary,  entitling  her  Queen 
of  Heaven,  and  virtually  adding  a  goddess  to  the 
Holy  Trinity.* 

*  The  intention  of  this  recent  "  definition  "  respecting  Mary,  is  to  introduce  the  Female  element 
into  the  Eomish  worship.  The  nature,  and  early  preservation  of  both  brute  and  human  life,  is  en- 
tirely dependant  on  the  Female,  whose  love  and  instinct  isjfine,  and  acute,  in  behalf  of  their  young; 
while  the  offspring,  on  their  part,  readily  depend  on  Maternal  love,  Maternal  indulgence,  and 
Maternal  sympathy.  This  natural  and  reciprocal  instinct,  Rome  has  personified  by  a  goddess ; 
borrowing  the  expedient,  from  antient  mythology.  Thus  Mary,  has,  in -our  generation,  taken  the 
place  of  Isis,  Ashteroth,  Venus,  &c.  of  various  heathen  nations,  and  Saraswati  of  the  Hindoos. 
This  introduction  of  female  instinct  and  sympathy  into  the  Eomish  system,  helps  both  to  consoli- 
date, and  support  it,  because  it  finds  a  ready  and  early  response  in  the  heart  and  feeling  of  many, 
and  especially  of  school  girls  aud  young  women.  In  France  girls,  and  young  ladies  are  very 
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"But,"  said  the  inspired  Apostle  to  the  Romans, 
"  I  find  a  law,  that  when  I  would  do  good,  evil  is  present 
with  me.  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  in- 
ivard  man,  but  I  see  another  law  in  mv  members, 
warring  against  the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me 
into  captivity  to  the  law  of  sin  which  is  in  my  mem- 
bers/' Thus  altho'  we  are  redeemed  and  right  ecus  in 
Christ,  our  mortal  body  or  flesh,  is  not  better  than  it 
was,  but  just  as  bad.  It  is  still  literally,  prone  to  sin,  and 
always  striving  to  delight  itself  in  sin,  worldliness, 
and  selfwill.  The  "flesh  lusteth  against  the  spirit, 
and  the  spirit  against  the  flesh,  and  these  two  are  con- 
trary to  one  another,"  and  we  are,  especially  if  not 
watchful  and  prayerful,  constantly  liable  to  get  defiled, 
both  in  thought,  word,  and  deed.  This  terrible  war- 
fare commences  with  the  New  birth  in  Christ,  and 
only  ends  with  the  death  of  the  body. 

But  our  God  and  Father,  who  loved  us  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  hath  made  ample  and  perfect 
provision  for  us,  as  he  did  for  Israel.  The  first  cov- 
enant had  ordinances  of  divine  service,  and  a  worldly 
sanctuary.  There  the  high  Priest,  was  continually 
ministering  before  Jehovah,  in  behalf  of  His  people. 
The  children  of  Israel  were  the  people  of  God,  but  they 
were,  as  we  are,  constantly  falling  into  sin  and  unclean- 
ness,  and  sometimes  into  unavoidable  defilement.  It  was 
necessary  therefore,  that  their  High  Priest  should  con- 
stantly minister  before  God,  in  their  behalf;  beside  the 

thoughtful,  and  full  of  pretty  attentions  to  the  image  of  Mary,  in  whom  repose  nil  their  hope  and 
sympathies.  Now  Rome  declares  that  a  man's  destiny  is  formed  on  its  mother's  knees.  In  con- 
nection with  this  Roman,  "definition,"  the  general  reader  may  peruse  Bacor.'jj  Wisdom  of  the 
Ancienis  ;  and  a  delightful  essay  on  matrrttal  lore  in  nature,  by  Sehroeder  Van  derKolk;  Prof. 
at  Utrecht.  We  believe  the  Essay  has  been  translated  into  English.  The  Public  in  this  country 
may  rest  assured  that  the  English  language  does  not  possess  a  thorough  Work  on  the  philosophy 
of  the  Romish  religion.  No  one  can  attempt  to  show  what  Romanism  really  is,  except  those  who 
are  acquainted  with  the  inner  life  or  rather  experience,  of  an  intelligent  and  sincere  Roman 
Catholic.  Probably  the  best  definition  of  the  system  is,  that—  It  is  man's  lie  bated  on  God's  truth- 
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perpetual  Morning  and  Even'ng  sacrifice/ The  High 
Priest  stood  between  Jehovah  and  his  people,  and  was 
always  intent,  by  sacrificial  intercession,  on  keeping 
Israel  free  of  uncleanness,  and  defilement.  Now  those 
things,  and  those  ordinances,  were  but  "a  shadow  of 
good  things  to  come."  They  were  patterns  of  things 
in  Heaven-,"  hence  the  Apostle  writing  to  the  He- 
brews saith,  "Now  of  the  things  we  have  spoken,  this 
is  the  sum  :  we  have  such  an  HighPriest,  who  is  set 
on  the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  the  Majesty  in 
Heaven ;  a  minister  of  the  true  tabernacle,  which  the 
Lord  pitched  and  not  man.  For  Christ  is  not  entered 
into  the  holy  places  made  with  hands,  which  were  the 
figures  of  the  true,  but  into  heaven  itself,  now  to 
appear  in  the  presence  of  God  for  us."  No  sooner  do  Het>.vm.i.2. 
his  redeemed,  sin  or  defile  themselves,  than  the  Son, 
consecrated  a  high  Priest  for  evermore,  pleads  and 
interceds  for  them,  and  keeps  them  pure  and  fault- 
less before  his  Father  and  their  Father.  "Therefore" 
saith  the  Apostle,  He  is  able  to  save  them  to  the  utter- 
most, that  come  unto  God  by  kirn,  seeing  he  ever 
liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them."  And  "we  have  neb,™. 25. 
not  a  High  Priest,  which  cannot  be  touched  with  the 
feeling  of  our  infirmities;  but  one  who  was  in  all 
points  tried  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin."  Hence 
the  word  is —  "if  any  man  sin  he  hath  an  advocate  with 
the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  righteous.  Let  us  there- 
fore come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  we 
may  obtain  mercy,  and  find  grace  to  help  in  eyery 
time  of  need."  Blessed  assurance;  glorious  truth  !  To 
supplant  which,  Eome  has  commanded,  Auricular 
confession,  Absolution,  Penance,  and4  decreed  the  ex- 
istence of  a  Purgatory ;  and  all  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  whose  everlasting  Gospel  it  has  turned  into  a 
savour  of  death  unto  death.* 
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It  is  very  important  that  the  question  of  Works 
should  not  be  passed  over  in  silence,  because  it  is  one 
that  many  neglect,  and  almost  as  many  misunderstand. 

The  first  covenant  that  God  made  with  man,  is 
thus  comprehensively  summed  up  by  the  Apostle. 
"Moses'describeth  the  righteousness  which  is  of  the 
Laiv.  That  the  man  which  doeth  those  things  shall  live 
by  them. "  The  Law,  and  salvation  by  the  Law,  was 
not  of  faith.  God  revealed,  clearly  and  concisely,  the 
conditions  on  which  he  would  accept  man;  declaring 

Gai.  in.  12.  "that  the  man  that  doeth  them,  shall  live  in  them." 
But  so  little  have  we  been  able  to  control  our  evil 
nature,'and  save  our  soul  by  obedience  to  the  law  of 
the  ten  commandments,  that  instead  of  being  saved 
by  the  law,  it  is  the  law  which  proved  our  failure,  and 
sealed  our  condemnation.  The  broken  law,  closes 
every  mouth,  and  proves  all  the  World  guilty  before 

Bom.  m.  19.  Q.O(J  rpj^  resuit  being,  that  as  many  as  are  under  the 
law,  or  who  place  themselves  under  the  obligations 
of  the  law,  as  the  Galatians  did,  "are  under  the 
curse:  for  it  is  written,  "Cursed  is  every  one  that 
continueth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the 

oai:  m.  io.  book  of  the  law  to  do  them."  But  here  again  our  Re- 
deemer and  our  substitute,  thoroughly  met  our  need, 
failure  and  guilt.  He  kept  the  whole  law  for  us:  and 
more  than  the  whole  law.  "I  do  always,  he  himself  de- 
clared, "those  things  which  please  Him."  With  the 
power,  and  claims  of  his  own  holiness  and  perfect  obedi- 
ence, "  he  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being 
made  a  curse^br  us:  for  it  is  written,  cursed  is  every 

Gai.  iii-  is.  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree."  And  thus,  as  St.   Paul 

*  The  Priesthood  of  Christ  is  a  truth  that  no  Eomanist,  knows  any  thing  about.  We  believp  it 
is  studiously  ignored  by  Rome.  To  admit  this  truth,  would  of  course,  do  away  with  two  tliirds 
and  a  half  of  ita  Priestly  functions.  The  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  individual  believers,  is  also 
quite  ignored,  even  in  theory.

said  to  the  antient  Romans,  "Christ  is  the" end  of  the 

law,  for  righteousness,  to  every  one  that  believeth."  *»*•*•  *-w- 

"Therefore  we  conclude  that  by  the  deeds  of  the  law, 

shall  no  man  be  justified  in  his  sight,  and  that  a  mains 

justified  by  faith,  without  the  deeds  of  the  law."  While 

dead  in  trespasses  and  sin,  unable  to  deliver  ourselves,  Eom- iiL  2(X 

through  obedience  to   the  ten  commandments,  the 

Lamb  of  God,  willingly  offered  himself  a  sacrifice 

for  us,%nd  "  was  delivered  for  our  offences,  and  rose 

again  for  our  justification,  that  God  might  be  the  justi- 

fier  of  him  that  believeth  in  Jesus  Christ."  It  is  on  this  Bom-  m<  2fi 

foundation  that  the  Lord  God  has  based  his  second 

testament  or  Covenant  with  mankind.  The  first  was 

based  on  man's  obedience  to  the  law;  The  second  is 

based  on  free  grace. 

But  the  New  Testament,  does,  nevertheless,  say  a 
great  deal  about  works ;  more  perhaps  than"  thef3  Old 
Testament.  With  this  difference  :  that  under  the  first 
Covenant,  our  salvation  depended  on  our  obedience 
and  observance  of  the  law  of  works;  whereas  under 
the  Second  Covenant,  a  man  is  called  unto  good  works 
when  he  is  saved  arid  because  he  is  saved.  In  his 
Epistle  to  Titus,  St.  Paul  puts  this  truth  very  plainly 
before  us.  Speaking  of  the  second  coming  of  Christ, 
the  Apostle  adds: — 

"  Who  gave  himself  for  us,  that  he  might  redeem 
us  from  all  iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself  a  pecu- 
liar people,  Zealous  of  good  Works."  All  attempts  S*8Bii>  Il< 
to  serve  God  in  any  way,  before,  or  unless  we  "  are 
new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus,"  is  a  delusion  and 
a  self-deception,  as  great,  as  it  is  common.  If  I  am 
not  in  Christ,  all  my  works,  whatever  they  may 
cost  me,  are  all  dead  works.  The  greatest  abne- 
gation of  self,  coupled  with  the  utmost  operative 
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devotion,  without  the  eternal  union  with  Christ,  is  only 
a  fatal  attempt  to  offer  unto  God,  the  dead  works  of 
unclean  hands.  Let  us  all  bear  in  mind,  that  it  is  not 
the  fruit  that  does,  or  that  can  make  the  tree  good; 
but  it  is  the  good  Tree  that  bears  good  fruit.  Hence, 
those  only  who  are  branches  of  the  "true  vine,"  can 
bear  acceptable  fruit.  "Apart  from  me"  saith  the  Re- 
deemer,  "ye  can  do  nothing."  There  is  another  Scrip- 
ture also,  that  speaks  very  plainly  on  this  point.  "  By 
grace  are  ye  saved,  through  /'##A,  not  of  yourselves  ; 
it  is  the  gift  of  God.  Not  of  works,  lest  any  man 
should  boast,  for  we  are  his  workmanship,  created  in 
Jesus  Christ  unto  good  works,  which  God  hath  before 
ordained  that  we  should  walk  in  them." 


It  is  from  the  redeemed  that  God  expects  and  ac- 
cepts, obedience,  love,  and  good  works.  There  is  no 
especial  code  for  them.  "Being  made  free  from  sin, 
they  become  servants  of  righteousness,  servants  of 
g)m.  vi.  is.  God."  The  precepts,  the  exhortations,  the  incentives  to 
holiness,  good  works,  and  separation  from  the  World, 
are  so  numerous  and  various  in  the  New  Testament, 
that  it  is  not  easy  to  classify,  or  to  detail  the  privi- 
leges and  responsibilities  of  the  people  of  God.  Thus 
the  now  scattered  members  of  Christ's  body,  are 
exhorted  :  — 

"As  obedient  children,  not  to  fashion  themselves  ac- 
cording to  their  former  lusts.  Not  to  be  conformed  to 
this  World,"  and  to  declare  plainly,  that  they  are 
Bometxii.24'  not  only  pilgrims  here,  but  that  their  conversion,  has 
given  them  hopes,  tastes,  ideas  of  greatness  and 
retributive  justice  &c,  &c,,  just  the  opposite  to  those 
they  once  professed,  and  which  the  World  has  estab- 
lished. As  holy  and  beloved  in  Christ,  they  are  exhorted 
to  put  on  bowels  of  mercies,  kindness,  humbleness  of 
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mind,  meekness,  long-suffering,  forbearance,  arid  love, 
which  is  the  bond  of  perfectness ;  and  whatever  they 
do  in  word  or  deed,  to  do  all  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  ^  ...  w 
Jesus."  toead/ 

Because  they  have  risen  with  Christ,  they  are  ex- 
horted to  seek  those  things  that  are  above,  and  to 
mortify  their  body  here  below,  and  to  have  no  confi- 
dence in  the  flesh.  coi.  m.  i.  5.

They  are  also  exhorted  to  : — 

Lay  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth  so 

easily  beset  them,  and  to  run  the  race  set  before  them, 

with  patience.  Heb  ^  L 

To  be  instant  in  prayer, 
Fervent  in  spirit. 
Rejoicing  always  in  God. 
To  walk  as  becometh  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
To  visit  the  fatherless  and  afflicted. 
To  pray  for  their  enemies. 
To  be  slow  to  speak,  swift  to  hear. 
To  rejoice  when  afflicted  and  tried. 
To  present  their  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy,  accept- 
able unto  God ;  and  so  on.  Trusting  to  our  memory, 
we  may  add,  that  there  are  precepts  for  Masters — pre- 
cepts for  servants — precepts  for  husbands,  precepts  for 
wives;  exhortations  to  widows,  old  men,  young  men, 
children,  fathers  &c,  and  a  comprehensive  and  general 
teaching,  most  blessed  and  profitable  to  those  who 
turn  to  the  Scriptures,  as  their  daily  spiritual  food. 
Now  as  we  have  said  before,  a  tree  is  always  known 
by  the  fruit  which  it  bears.  A  good  tree  will  bear  good 
fruit,  even  as  one  who  is  in  Christ,  will  bear  good  fruit ; 
some  thirty,  some  sixty,  and  some  a  hundred  fold. 
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If  Abraham  had  not  had  a  living  faith,  he  could  ;io£have 
offered  up  his  Son  Isaac  upon  the  altar.  But  he  showed 
his  faith  by  his  works,  and  the  Scripture  was  fulfilled 
which  saitli,  Abraham  believed  God,  and  it  was  im- 
puted unto  him  for  righteousness.  Those  wiio  are 
Christ's  sheep,  know  his  voice  and  follow  him ;  and  a 
stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him. 

But  the  Scriptures  describe  and  warn  us  respecting 
a  numerous,  and  very  powerful  body,  whose  appear- 
ance in  the  world  was  nearly  coeval  with  the  first  few 
believers,  and  true  disciples  of  Christ.  The  kingdom 
of  heaven,  said  the  Lord,  is  likened  unto  a  man  which 
sowed  good  seed  in  his  field.  The  sower,  we  are  told 
was  the  Son  of  man  himself;  the  Earth  was  his  field, 
and  the  good  seed  which  he  sowed,  are  the  children 
of  the  kingdom.  But  while  men  slept  his  enemy  came 
and  sowed  Tares  among  the  wheat,  and  went  his  way. 
Now  the  Tares  ever  represented  as  they  do  now,  the 
great  and  influential  body  we  are  about  to  speak  of, 
and  recognized  by  the  children  of  the  kingdom,  as 
the  great  and  powerful  multitude  of  mere  professors. 
Like  the  Tares  in  the  Parable,  they  spring,  and  con- 
tinue to  spring  up,  and  to  grow,  side  by  side  with  the 
good  seed ;  learn  the  language,  so  to  speak,  of  the 
children  of  God ;  assume  a  similar  form  of  faith,  the 
same  hope,  and  the  same  responsibilities,  and  having 
allied  and  fused  themselves  with  the  Secular  Powers 
have  acquired  a  great  and  specious  authority.  They 
are,  nevertheless,  as  the  Lord  himself  declared,  not 
the  children  of  the  kingdom,  but  the  children  of  the 
wicked  one.  They  vary  somewhat  in  character  and 
customs,  as  they  belong  to  this  or  to  that  nation  or 
people,  but  they  have  certain  invariable  and  prominent 
features  common  to  all,  whether  they  be  Romanist,  or 
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Protestants,  because  the}'  all  own  one  common  Romish 
origin.  Their  respective  ecclesiastical  establishments 
have  steadily  increased  ever  since  they  first  began  to 
germinate,  it  being  Satan's  object  by  means  of  this 
body  to  mar  the  distinctive  character  of  the  good  seed, 
so  that  its  heavenly  origin  should  not  be  discerned; 
and  he  has  amply  succeeded.  The  secret  of  his  success 
consisted  and  consists,  in  the  specious  way  he  leads 
the  great  body  of  mere  professing  Christians,  to  base 
their  deceptions,  convictions,  and  ideas,  on  a  subtile 
perversion  of  the  Word  of  God.  With  idolaters  and 
others,  Satan  deals  in  other  ways,  but  with  the  people 
of  what  are  sometimes  called  Christian  nations,  his  aim 
has  always  been  to  turn  the  light  into  darkness,  and  so 
make  the  darkness  very  great.  He  first  of  all  concentra- 
ted all  his  subtilty  and  power  with  the  view  of  vitiating 
the  simple  and  saving  truth  of  the  Gospel,  that  faith, 
that  is  hope,  trust,  and  dependence  on  the  sacrifice  of 
the  Son  of  God,  wholly  and  perfectly  redeems  the  sinner, 
not  because  faith  redeems  him,  but  because  the  atone- 
ment he  trusts  in,  was  both  perfect  and  eternal.  Haifa 
century  had  scarcely  elapsed  however,  and  many  were 
still  living  who  had  heard  this  truth  from  the  Lord 
himself,  when  Satan,  not  by  violent  or  by  intollerant 
agents,  but  by  "false  brethren,  unawares  brought  in," 
induced  many  to  place  themselves  again  under  the 
yoke  and  the  obligations  of  the  Law  and  to  believe 
that  by  fulfilling  the  same,  they  should  be  saved 
through  Christ.  Thus  many  were  led  and  are  led,  to 
believe  that  the  atonement  was,  as  respects  its  intrinsic 
nature  and  purpose,  complete  and  perfect,  but  that 
man  is  bound  to  make  up  for  a  certain  measure  of 
deficiency  and  unworthiness  in  himself,  by  his  own 
individual  efforts.  In  this  way  the  love,  the  obedience, 
and  the  responsibilities  of  those  who  are  saved,  are 
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complacently  converted  into  auxiliaries,  conditional 
to  salvation.    Ishmael,  the  son  of  the  bond- woman, 
allegorically   represents  the  bondage  of  those  who 
were  bound  to  the  Covenant  of  the  Law  and  of  Works. 
Isaac,  the  child  of  promise,  represents  the  second  or 
present  Covenant,  which  opens  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
to  all  believers.    To  admix  and  combine  the  old  and 
new  Covenants,and  make  a  third  one  of  his  own,  was, 
as  we  have  said,  Satan'sfirst  object ;  because  by  putting 
a  piece  ofneiv  cloth,  to  an  old  garment,  the  rent  is  made 
worse,  even  as  that  man's  condition  is  worse  than  ever, 
who  hopes  to  get  rid  of  sin,  not  by  either  works  or  grace 
exclusively,  but  by  works  and  grace  combined.  Never- 
theless what  saith  the  Scriptures  ?  "Cast  out  the  bond- 
woman and  her  son  :  for  the  Son  of  the  bond-woman, 
shall  not  be  heir  with  the  Son  of  the  free  woman.  " 
But  the  Deceiver   soon  led  many  to  decline  saving 
grace;  not  by  inducing  religious  persons  utterly  to 
ignore  either  grace  or  works,  but  by  leading  them  to  be- 
lieve in  a  specious  combination  of  the  two,  making,  as  it 
Were,  the  son  of  the  bond-women  co-heir,  with  the  son 
of  the  free,  so  that  the  sinner  should    not  trust  either 
in  Works  or  in  grace.  Cain  offered  for  himself  the 
first-fruits  of  his  own  labour.  But  Abel,  discerning  by 
faith,  the  atonement  that  should  be  made  by  the  Son 
of  God,  offered  a  spotless  substitute,  and  was  accepted, 
But  the  gospel  believed  and  preached  by  the  seed  sown 
by  "the  enemy,"  consists  in  an  altar,  whereon  the  Lamb, 
together  with  man's  works  are  placed  and  offered  unto 
God,  in  the  hope  that  both  may  prove  sufficient.  This 
first  fundamental  falsehood,  flattering  to  the  flesh  and 
fatal  to  the  soul,  has  never  lost  its  hold  of  the  great 
mass   of  mankind,  and  is  the  doctrine  on  which  the 
Tares  base  their  religious  theories  and  systems.  Thus 
teachers  and  preachers  among  them  will  proclaim  : — 
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From  first  to  last,  salvation  is  the  gift  of  God  and 
that  if  we  are  justified  it  is  of  God's  grace.  True  it  is 
that  we  merit  eternal  life  by  our  Works  of  obedience, 
not  from  their  intrinsic  worth,  but  from  the  free  ap- 
pointment and  bountiful  promise  of  God;  and  that  we 
are  able  to  do  them  at  all,  is  the  simple  result  of  His 
grace.  You  depend  upon  God ;  but  such  admonitions 
imply  also  your  dependence  upon  yourselves;  for,  did 
not  your  salvation,  in  some  sufficient  sense  depend 
on  yourselves,  what  would  be  the  use  of  appealing  to 
you  not  to  forget  your  dependence  on  God.  It  is  be- 
cause you  have  so  great  a  share  in  your  own  salvation, 
that  it  avails,  that  it  is  pertinent,  to  speak  to  you  of 
Gods  part  in  it* 

This  human  Theory  of  getting  rid  of  Sin  by  the  joint 
operation  of  Christ's  atonement,  and  man's  "  works  of 
obedience,"  has  not,  and  cannot  have  anything  at  all 
to  do  with  eternal  life  f^  Christ.  Nevertheless  it  is  by 
means  of  this  confusion,  that  so  many  keep  on  the 
broad  way  that  leadeth  unto  destruction,  whether  they 
be  reckless,  or  devout,  Protestants  or  Catholics.  Satan 
could  not  uproot  and  destroy  the  truth  and  promises 
of  God  in  his  Son,  but  his  plan  from  beginning,  was  to 
fuse  and  make  an  alloy  of  one  or  more  fundamental 
truths,  and  so  confound  them,  that  the  result  should 
be  a  fatal  doctrine  upheld  by  an  ecclesiastical  system 
of  his  own. 

Having  thus  led  his  own  seed  to  preach  "  another 
Gospel,"  it  was  Satan's  next  object  to  increase  and  to 
deepen  deception  by  a  further  admixture  of  the  old 
Covenant  with  the  New. 

The  New  Testament   speaks  and  instructs  us,  res-

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pecting  a  Ministry,  consisting  of  local  Rules,  Elders, 
Bishops  or  Overseers  ;  teachers,  pastors,  evangelists, 
and  others;  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work 
of  the  ministry,  and  for  the  general  welfare,  order,  and 
edification  "  of  the  body  of  Christ,"  the  Spirit,  and  not 
man,  "  dividing  to  every  man,"  in  every  Church  or 
Congregation,  "  severally  as  he  will."  In  the  xii  of  the 
first  epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  and  in  other  Scriptures, 
the  reader  may  easily  learn  everything  concerning 
"spiritual  gifts,"  respecting  which,  the  Apostle  told 
all  the  Corinthian  believers,  that  "  he  would  not  have 
them  ignorant."  St.  Paul  speaks  of  all  the  children 
of  the  kingdom,  as  "  a  holy  priesthood,"  able  to  offer 
spiritual  sacrifices  acceptable  unto  God  ;  not  through, 
or  by  means  of  an  especial  human  order  of  priests 
but  through  Jesus  Christ  their  High  Priest  in  heaven. 
"Ye  are,"  adds  the  same  Apostle,  <;a  chosen  genera- 
tion, a  royal  priesthood,  an  holy  nation,  a  peculiar 
people,"  in  the  midst  of  which,  the  promised  Spirit 
ought  to  govern,  gifting  some,  in  an  especial  manner 
for  ministering  to  every  congregation  that  meets  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord.  It  is  clear  that  the  New  Testa- 
ment speaks  of  a  ministry,  ordered  and  variously 
gifted  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  Now  the  next  tiling  the 
sower  of  the  Tares  did,  was,  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
displace  the  order  and  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  in  the  midst 
of  the  good  seed,  or  children  of  the  kingdom.  This  he 
accomplished  by  means  of  his  own  seed,  which  he 
sowed  not  elsewhere,  but  in  the  same  field,  and  scat- 
tered among  the  Wheat. 

A  particular  caste  of  individuals  were  soon  raised 
up,  who  separated  themselves  from  the  general  mass  of 
Tares,  and  constituted  themselves  Priests,  somewhat 
after  the  pattern  of  the  Old  Testament  priesthood.  This 
Caste  has  wrought  wonderfully  ever  since,  and  as  al- 
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ready  observed,  have  been  the  chief  instruments  used 
by  him  who  raised  them  up  for  the  confusion  of  the 
first  fundamental  truths  and  promises  of  the  present 
Dispensation,  and  which  they  have  accomplished  by  an 
unrighteous  amalgamation  of  the  First  and  Second 
Covenants,  resulting  in  a  third,  which  ignores  both 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  God's  Word,  and  which  none 
of  the  Apostles  could  now  recognise  as  the  everlasting 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  they  had  preached 
and  died  for.  St.  Paul,  who  wrote  very  fully  to  the  He- 
brews respecting  the  distinctive  character  of  the  First 
and  Second  Covenant  of  God,  alludes  to  the  Old  Test- 
ament as  "ready  to  vanish  away,"  it  having  been  a 
pattern  or  a  shadow,  not  of  another  earthly  order 
which  was  to  belong  to  the  New  Covenant,  but  of  the 
"heavenly  things"  of  the  New  Testament,  in  which 
the  children  of  the  kingdom,  are  constituted  the  tem- 
ple of  the  Holy  Ghost,  a  spiritual  house,  built  of  living 
stones,  and  founded  on  Christ,  the  chief  corner-stone. 
If  the  reader  will  carefully  read  the  8th,  9th,  and 
10th  of  Hebrews  he  will  readily  apprehend  what  is 
here  meant.  Now  in  order  to  hide  and  confuse  this 
order  of  truth,  so  plainly  revealed  in  God's  Word,  the 
new  and  humanly  devised  priesthood,  soon  established 
a  totally  new  covenant  which  Satan  owns  and  not  God. 
They  first  af  all  decreed  and  insisted  that  certain  ma- 
terial acts,  or  symbols,  were  not  a  mere  outward  sign 
of  what  the  believer  already  possessed  as  a  child  of  God, 
in  Christ,  but  that  the  sign  itself  had,  and  did  bestow 
the  grace  it  represented.  This  was  a  great  triumph, 
because  it  led  men  and  sinners  in  need  of  redemption, 
to  rely  on  types  and  signs,  instead  of  the  substance, 
This  device  is  now  so  ancient,  and  so  ingrafted  by  cus- 
tom and  tradition  in  the  conviction  of  many,  that  it 
deceives  even  those  who  are  anxious,  not  to  be  de- 
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ceived.  Thus,  in  the  New  Testament  we  find  that  none 
were  baptized,  save  those  who  believed  and  declared 
themselves  followers  of  Christ  and  of  his  Gospel, 
Neither  did  the  Apostles,  in  any  of  their  epistles, 
reprove  parents  for  neglecting  the  baptism  of  their 
children  at  any  age.  We  are  not  here  either  ignoring 
or  advocating  infant  baptism,  but  if  infants  were  "  born 
again"  when  baptized,  the  truth  would  be  of  the  very 
first  importance,  and  the  neglect  thereof,  tremendous, 
and  the  Scriptures  would  have  given  us  the  plainest 
precepts  respecting  this  beautiful  ordinance ;  yet  all 
that  God  is  pleased  to  tell  us  is,  that  "He  that  believeth, 
and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved."  The  new  order  of 
priests  however,  soon  disposed  of  the  new  birth  in 
Christ,  by  declaring  that  infants  are  born  again  when 
baptized,  and  then  and  there  become  children  of  God ; 
but  in  the  day  of  judgment  we  shall  find  that  this, 
and  every  other  device  that  man  has  invented  shall  be 
proved  a  falsehood,  by  the  gracious  words  pronounced 
by  the  Saviour  himself  in  respect  of  all  infants,  for 
"  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.' '  St.  Paul,  writing 
on  this  very  subject  to  the  ancient  Romans,  begins 
his  instruction  by  quoting  two  verses  from  tho  Old 
Testament : — 

"  Blessed  are  they  whose  iniquities  are  forgiven, 
and  whose  sins  are  covered.  Blessed  is  the  man  to 
whom  the  Lord  will  not  impute  sin."  Taking  these  two 
verses  for  his  premisis,  the  Apostle  asks  :  "  Cometh 
this  blessedness  upon  the  circumcision,  or  upon  the  un- 
circumcision  also ;  for  we  say  that  faith  was  reckoned 
to  Abraham  for  righteousness?  How  was  it  reckoned? 
when  he  was  in  circumcision, or  in  ^circumcision? 
Not  in  circumcisien,  but  in  ^circumcision;  and  he 
recieved  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  righte- 
ousness of  the  faith,  which  he  had,  yet  being  tmcir- 
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cumcised."  This,  like  every  Scripture  on  this  simple 
subject,  is  very  plain.  But  it  was  the  Deceiver's  object 
that  the  Priests  of  the  Tares,  should,  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, get  the  good  seed  or  children  of  the  kingdom, 
under  their  dominion,  and  his  success  has  been  such, 
that  the  mind  and  judgment  of  the  true  disciples  of 
Christ  have  been  so  warped  and  prejudiced,  that  many 
cannot  read  the  Word  of  God  without  understanding 
it  on  this,  and  on  many  other  points,  according  to  the 
customs  and  traditions  established  by,  and  for,  the  mere 
professing  Churches.  So  much  so  indeed,  that  they 
often  get  angry  and  intolerant  towards  those  who  do 
keep  to  the  word  of  God.  This  perversion  of  one  of  the 
most  impressive  and  beautiful  types,  was  the  com- 
mencement of  what  the  deceived  call,  their  "  Sacramen- 
tal system,"  of  which  the  Word  of  God  says  nothing, 
and  which  Dr.  Newman  first  heard  of  from  one  of  his 
human  authorities. 

A  tribe  who  constituted  themselves  a  separate  caste 
consisting  of  Pope,  Cardinals,  Archbishops,  Priests, 
&c.  necessarily  required  "  Consecrated  buildings,'* 
altars,  candles,  incense,  and  a  daily  sacrifice.  To  pro- 
vide the  latter,  and  as  if  to  show  his  powers  of  deception, 
the  "  enemy ' '  led  his  priests  to  believe  and  to  preach 
that  the  Son  of  God  was  verily  and  bodily  present  in  a 
"Consecrated  wafer,"  and  in  some  Consecrated  wine. 
This  device  is  called  the  "Real  Presence"  and 
constitutes  an  object  of  daily  and  hourly  adoration. 
But  finding  nothing  in  the  Word  of  God,  to  support 
this  degraded  and  degrading  notion,  the  Romish 
Priests,  as  usual,  established  it  on  their  own  authority, 
and  at  a  Council  called  the  Council  of  Trent,  they 
decreed  as  follows: — 

"  Since  in  this  divine  sacrifice,  which  is  pertormed 
in  the  mass,  there  is  contained  and  sacrificed  without 
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the  shedding  of  his  blood,  that  selfsame  Christ,  who 
offered  himself  up  by  the  shedding  of  his  blood  on 
the  altar  (sic)  of  the  Cross,  the  holy  Council  (!)  teaches 
that  this  sacrifice  is  truly  propitiatory." 

Some  opposition  was  feared,  and  some  of  the  "good 
seed  "  did,  in  a  feeble  way,  testify  against  this  device, 
hence  the  following  Canon  was  added  :— 

"  If  any  one  shall  say  that  there  is  not  in  the  New 
Testament  a  visible  priesthood,  or  that  there  is  110 
power  in  it  of  consecrating  and  offering  the  very  body 
and  blood  of  the  Lord,  and  of  remitting  and  retaining 
sins,  but  only  an  office  and  mere  ministry  of  preaching 
the  Gospel,  or  that  those  who  do  not  preach  the 
Gospel  are  not  priests,  let  him  be  anathema." 

The  "  children  of  the  kingdom/'  as  remarked  above, 
made  but  a  feeble  resistance,  for  Satan  had  caused 
many  divisions  among  them,  one  of  his  earliest  devices 
having  been,  to  divide  and  weaken.  Moreover  many 
had  become  worldly,  and  careless  of  discipline  among 
themselves,  while  others,  allured  by  the  eloquence,  zeal, 
the  real  or  apparent  sincerity  of  some  ot  the  Priests, 
soon  joined  this  system,  as  is  the  case  in  our  days,  when 
so  many  exemplary  children  of  God,  abide  in  eccle- 
siastical establishments  systematically  allied  with  the 
World ;  which  some  would,  nevertheless  abandon ;  but 
the  fear  of  man,  the  reproach  of  friends  or  relatives, 
and  the  love  of  family  traditions,  is  stronger  in  some, 
than  their  love  of  unqualified  discipleship.  Moreover, 
through  the  grace  of  God,  many  of  the  Priests  and  their 
followers  involved  in  the  system,  come  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Christ,  and  this  is  compla- 
cently accepted  as  sufficient  proof  that  their  place  is 
the  right  one.  In  a  natural  point  of  view,  the  system 
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we  have  been  endeavouring  to  describe,  lias  so  enlarged 
and  magnified  itself,  that  this  fact,  together  with  its 
buildings,  splendid  pictures,  and  beautiful  music,  are  all 
accepted  by  the  ignorant,  as  things  that  must  be  most 
appropriate  to  the  Church  of  God,  and  unless  the 
Reformation,  incomplete  as  it  was,  had  brought  some 
people  to  refuse  and  to  ignore  the  chief  devices  of  this 
human  system,  it  is  really  difficult  to  imagine  when, 
where, -or  by  whom,  the  Gospel  of  Christ  would  now 
be  preached ;  for  at  one  period  the  whole  world  was 
under  the  dominion  of  false  Christians,  and  their  Priests 
had  attained  to  such  influence  arid  authority  that  they 
were  able,  with  perfect  impunity  to  massacre,  burn  or 
imprison,  hundreds  of  thousands,  who  by  the  grace  of 
God  manifested,  even  a  moderate  desire  to  be  guided 
by  His  written  Word.  Another  point  worthy  of  notice 
is,  that  many,  and  chiefly  those  in  "holy  orders,"  are 
sincere  in  their  delusion,  and  blind  to  their  deadly  state. 
The  Deceiver  could  do  very  little  with  them,  as  his 
agents,  unless  some  of  them  were  deceived  into  a  sin-, 
cere  belief  in  themselves  and  in  their  system.  The  fol- 
lowing quotation  from  the  conclusion  of  a  sermon,  will 
show  both  the  sincerity  and  sheer  nonsense  some 
Priests  believe  and  trust  in.  Alluding  to  the  hour  of 
death  he  says  : — 

It  will  be  a  blessed  thing,  in  your  last  hour,  when  flesh 
and  heart  are  failing,  in  midst  of  the  pain,  the  weariness, 
the  restlessness,  the  prostration  of  strength,  the  ex- 
haustion of  spirits,  which  then  will  be  your  portion, 
it  will  be  blessed  indeed  to  have  her  (Mary)  at  your 
side,  more  tender  than  a  mother,  to  nurse  you,  and  to 
whisper  peace.  It  will  be  most  blessed,  when  the  evil 
one  is  making  his  last  effort,  when  he  is  coming  on 
you  in  his  might  to  pluck  you  away  from  your  Father's 
hand,  if  he  can ;  it  will  be  blessed  indeed  if  Jesus, 
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Joseph,  and  Mary  are  there  waiting  to  shield  you  from 
his  assaults  and  to  receive  your  soul.  If  they  are  there, 
all  is  there ;  Angels  are  there,  Saints  are  there,  heaven 
is  there,  heaven  is  begun  in  you,  and  the  devil  has  no 
part  in  you.  That  dread  day  may  be  sooner  or  later, 
you  may  be  taken  away  young,  you  may  live  to  four- 
score, you  may  die  in  your  bed,  you  may  die  in  the 
open  field,  but  if  Mary  intercedes  for  you,  that  day^will 
find  you  watching  and  ready.  All  things  will  be  fixed 
to  secure  your  salvation ;  all  dangers  will  be  foreseen, 
all  obstacles  removed,  all  aids  provided.  The  hour  will 
come,  and  in  a  moment  you  will  be  translated  beyond 
fear  and  risk,  you  will  be  translated  into  a  new  state 
where  sin  is  not,  norignorance  of  the  future,  but  perfect 
faith,  serene  joy,  and  assurance  and  love  everlasting. 

Jesu,  Joseph,  and  Mary,  I  offer  you  my  soul  and 
my  heart ! 

Jesu,  Joseph,  and  Mary,  assist  me  in'my  last  agony! 

Jesu,  Joseph,  and  Mary,  let  me  breathe  out  my  soul 
with  you  in  peace  !  * 

"  Go  and  cry  unto  the  gods  which  ye  have  chosen; 
let  them  deliver  you  in  the  time  of  your  tribulation." 

Jud.  x.   14. 

It  is  no  marvel  if  some  are  profoundly  deceived ;  for 
Satan  himself,  transformed  into  an  angel  of  light,  hath 
transformed  many  "false  apostles  and  deceitful  work- 
ers into,  Apostles  of  Christ."  "Therefore."  adds  St 
Paul,  "it  is  no  great  thing  if  his  ministers  also,  be 
transformed  as  the  ministers  of  righteousness." 

We  cannot,  in  conclusion,  forebear  once  to  repeat, 
that  the  influence  of  this  spurious  Christianity,  sown

trous to  the  children  of  the  kingdom  :  It  has  destroyed 
their  united  testimony  respecting  sin,  righteousness 
and  judgment.  Nevertheless  the  Lord  knoweth  them 
that  are  his,  and  none  of  them  shall  be  lost.  The  good 
seed  is  still  sown,  and  many  believe  unto  righteousness. 
But  who  can  now  conceive  or  imagine  the  diversity, 
the  power,  the  subtilty  of  the  falsehoods  that  shall  be 
revealed,  in  the  day  when  God  shall  judge  the  secrets 
of  men  bv  Jesus  Christ !
